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LUCERNE. 



^^ituatcd in the heart of Switzerland, and within easy 
reach of all that is grandest in the Boenery of the 
^^y^ Alps, Lucerne is the point to which all those con- 
verge who travel through the country from north to south, 
from east to west, or in the reverse directions. From 
the Lake of Constance and from Zurich, firom Basle and 
Olten, from Oeneya and Berne, trayellers reach the town 
by three main lines of railway; every train that crosses 
the Brunig brings passengers from the Bernese Oberland, 
and every steamboat on the Lake of Lucerne is laden 
with tourists from the Forest Cantons, while as though 
this were not sufficient, we find the St. Gothard Railway 
burrowing through the Alps and bringing its quota of 
travellers from the sunny South, — for Lucerne forms the 
northern terminus of the fieunous international line. Thus 
it is that from the time when the chestnuts on the beauttfol 
quay are opening their rosy blossoms to the spring breeses, 
till late in October when the autumnal winds begin to 
strip the leaves from the trees, the fiood of foreign visitors 
never ceases to How, so that no one can claim to 
know Switzerland unless he has spent part 
of a summer at Lucerne. 

Lucerne was not always, as it is now, fJie meiroj^olis 
of the travelUng ivorld ; this it has become only since 
mankind began to take delight in sublime scenery. In 
those early days when mountains, riyers, and lakes were 
regarded with feelings of terror rather than of admiration, 
a little assemblage of fisherinen's huts stood on the 
luMiks of the Rcuss. The first event of importance in the 



history of this village was the founding of the convent o£ 
St Leodegar about the year 735. The viUage^ which 

derived its name of Lucerne from the word "^Ludger," a 
synonym of Leodegar, gradually grew into a town, which 
soon obtained control of the trade of the lake on which 
it stood. When the peasantry of the interior cantons 
coDoluded that allianoe out of which in the course of lime 
rose the Swiss Republic, Lucerne did not hesitate to join 
them, so that from the year 1332 the history of the 
Confederacy was also that of Lucerne, which up to 1 848 
formed, like Zurich and BernCi one of the seats of the 
Federal goyemment. The old flags in the Rathaus and 
in the Franciscan Church bear wit:iess to the fidelity with 
which the burghers supported their compatriots in the wars 
that secured Switzerland its independence; and when the 
land had no longer to defend itself against foreign enemies 
the men of Lucerne were loth to lay down their weapons ; 
they chose rather to enlist under the banners of foreign 
states* Whatever verdict we may pass upon the system 
of mercenary military service. Lucerne can at least boast 
that its sons were distinguished for their fidelity to the 
masters they pledged themselves to serve : the „Lion of 
liucerne" is the well-known moimmont of their heroism and 
self-sacrifice. At an earlier period too, namely at the time 
of the Beformationy the people of Lucerne gave an instance 
of {heir fidelity by remaining true to the faith of their 
fttthers, find down to the present day the town has main- 
tained its reputation as one of the chief strongholds of 
the Catholic faith in Switzerland. 

Among the 25,000 inhabitants of Lucemei however, 
there are some 4000 Protestants, who live in perfect concord 
with the Catholic population of the terrestrial paradise in 
the midst of which their town stands. 

The situation of Lucerne is wonderfully picturesque. 
While Berne shines as a seat of the Federal government 



and Zurich as the centre of sciences and commerce, while 

Basle is proud of its trade and benevolent institutions, 
and Qeneya of its flourishing industries, Lucerne claims pre- 
eminence oyer all of them for the beauty of its scenery ; it is 
indeed a town in whieh <me can Kve for years without 
exhausting the charming walks and enjoyable excursions 
for which the environs are so famous. The resident in 
Lucerne must needs become an ardent lover of nature 
and an enthusiastic mountain dimber, for on one sido of 
him stands the Rigi and on the other Pilatus, while 
between them lies the gleaming expanse of the Lake of 
the Four Cantons, with the snowy range of the Alps 
beyond it, and in whichever direction we turn our steps 
we cannot fiedl to be surprised and delighted by the beauties 
that meet ns. 

It is not, therefore, entirely on account of its position 
in the centre of Switzerland that Lucerne has become the 
rendezvous of the tourists who flock thither summer after 
summer. Of the 200,000 or 250,000 travellers visiting 
the town each year, we may be sure that those who are 
attracted to it by its own beauties are at least as numerous 
as those who visit it simply because it is one of tbe 
principal stations on their route. 

Numerous g^de-books to Lucerne and its environs 
have been pubKshed, and can be obiaiined at the booksellers' 
shops in the town. The object of the present little work is to 
compress into the space of a single small volume the somewhat 
bulky monographs already in existence, and thus present 
thB visitor to Lnoeme with a thoroughly reliable and handy 
guide to the town and the places of interest in its vicinity. 

Lucerne itself, in wliich the bustle of modern holiday 
life contrasts so curiously with the medisBvai aspect of the 
Tamparts and their picturesque towers, of course dains 
0or first attention. 



A WALK THROUGH THE TOWN. 

The traveller arrivin^^ at Lucerne by one of the five 
railway lines which enter the town from different dircc- 
tions is agreeably surprised at the sight of the new 
railway station. The front part, covered with a glass 
roof, is lofty, spacious, and well lighted. The principal 
platform is 310 feet in length, and that part of the 
building containing the booking offices and waiting-rooms

is an imposing structure. The noble vestibule is sur- 
mounted by a cuj)()la rising to a height of 187 feet. 
The entire building rests upon a foundation of 8597 
piles, having a total length of over 120,000 feet. The 
new station was more than two vears in course of 
erection, and has been opened for traffic since NovenilxT 
1st 1896. 

Immediately on leaving the station we see before us 
a magnificent prospect: on the right the green slopes 
of the Kigi ; in front of us the lake, and the town with

lts picturesque towers, and the imposing Post and 

Telegraph Office on our left. 

A few steps bring us to the new bridge, the 

Seebrucke. S 

^ The Seebrucke," we might* explain, " was built at 
great expense in 1869-70, is 52 feet in width and 500 in 
length " ; we fear, however, that no one would care to listen 
to these dry details, absorbed as all must be in admiring 
the scene before them. Scarcely can the world-famous 
Pont du Moyit Blanc at Geneva boast a prospect such

as here suddenly unfolds itself to the traveller. Beyond 
the glittering surface of the Lake of the Four Cantons 
rise the Alps in all their splendour. On the left, above 
the fertile gardens of Weggis, towers the Rigi with its 
gleaming hotels, on the right the rugged summit of 
Mount Pilatus, while between them, overtopping the lesser 
eminences, a long array of snowy peaks greets Lucerne 
as it stands like some charming maiden timorously dipping 
her feet into the lake. And indeed, so far as Lucerne 
fringes the lake, it possesses all the charms of youth, with 
its noble and commodious hotels, elegant villas, and country 
houses interspersed among luxuiiaiit gardens, l^iit if we 
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follow with our eyes the course of the IteilSS^ the river 
whose peUaeid) deep green waters, issuing from the lake, 
fiow under the arches of the bridge, we have before us 

the Lucerne that has experienced the vicissitudes of the 
centuries. The ancient roofed wooden bridge thrown across 
the stream, and the ramparts of the Musegg surmounted 
by their nine grey towers, give the town an antique 
appearance in spite of its nnmeroas fine new buildings 
extending on all sides and even dotting the buiround- 
ing hills. 

Crossing the Seebriicke, at the north end of which 
stands a meteorological column with a barometer and 
thermometer, and an instrument for indicating the height of 

the waters in the lake, we reach the Quay, the famous 
promenade of the fashionable visitors to Lucemei where, 
behind the delightfully cool avenue of trees fringing the 
lake, stand some of those great international caravansaries, 
which vie with the best hotels of the European capitals, 
if indeed they have their equal upon the Continent. It 
is not our task to discuss their merits one by one, — 
&at is done in the detailed guide-books which are in the 
hands of every tourist ; we may remark, however, that in 
the half-hundred hotels which Lucerne possesses everyone 
can find accomodation to suit him, — -the wealthy traveller, 
every luxury that he has been accustomed to at home, 
the middle-class tourist, a comfortable lodging at a moderate 
expense; and even those whose means are very limited 
will find it possible to iubtal themselves here in a satis- 
factory manner. 

Even in the morning the. Quay presents a gay and 
animated scene, and when we return to it in the evening 
we shall find that it is still livelier, and that this little nook 
of eartli then affords a unique picture of European life. 
We must now continue our walk along the shady avenue, 
fast the lofty hotel facades, the gardens in front of which 
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are gay with the blossoms of southern and OTon of tropical 
plants. All that meets our gaze, near at hand in the 

distance, is an exuberance ot wealth and beauty. However 
the liglit may vary, the mountains over yonder cojistantly 
rivet our attentioBi and after enjoying the hrst astonishing 
view of them we may perhaps wish to make oorselyea 
better acquainted with tbe diflferent peaks and ridges com- 
posing the noble chain of mountains that lies before us. 
If so, a Toposcope, or diogram indicating the names of 
the diiferent mountains and of the places in the neigh- 
bourhood of the town, stands on the Quay and will afford 
us the desired information; from it we can learn in less 
time and with greater accuracy than from a verbal de- 
scription, the names of all the Alpine suiiiiiiits and of 
the Tillages and cb&teaux on the banks of the lake* It 
may also afford us pleasure to observe that here on 
the Quay there are commodious Swimming-Baths both 
for ladies and gentlemen, where we can enjoy a plunge 
into the cool waters of the lake. 

Although Lueeme is so beautiful, we have no guarantee 
that its summer glories will not be occasionally marred 
by a rainy day. What then? — We have only to enter 
the imposing KorliaiUi^ rebuilt and improved at a great 
expense rising on the Quay immediately in front of us. 
The worse the weather is outside, the more enjoyment 
we can find here. We can while away the time in the " 
theatre, listening to the excellent performances of the 
Eursaal Band, chatting, dancing, or admiring the gay toilets 
of the ladies, until the weather clears up. 

The orchestra of 30 artists, will include a number of 
prominent solists of the renowned orchestra, playing at 

the ScaUi theatre in Milan during the whiter. During the 
summer special concerts will be arranged with the co- 
operation of artists of European fame. 
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The upper floor contains large reading-rooms well 
fumisbed with foreign papers. It has a fine terrace on 
the sea front with s[)l( ndid view of mountain scenery. 

We can, of course, visit the Kursaal in fine weather 
also, but we think it preferable to see the other sights 
of the town first. On our way back) 100 yards from the 
Kursaal, wc pass thu handsome Offices of the Sf, Gothard 
Railway^ opposite to which stands the house **Zu den 
vier Jabreszeiten^'. 

To the east of the Schtveizerhof Quay, on which 
also stands the IVatestant CkurcJt, rises the Hofkirche 

of St. Leodegar^ the principal Catholic church of 
Lucerne. Pages might easily be tilled with the history of 
this church, but in a town where the present is so beauti- 
ful, we may well let the past be forgotten. If, however, 
you are a connoisseur, do not omit to inspect the beauti- 
ful carved choir-stalls, the artistic wrought-iron choir- 
screen and the screen of the baptistry, as well as tiie 
magnificent wood-carvings on the northern side-altar, dating 
from the fifteenth century, when the art of wood carving 
was much cultivated in Switzerland. If you are of musical 
tastes, you gliouki l)y all moans attend one of the organ 
pcrlbrmances held in the church every weekday evening 
ijroni 6. 30 to 7. 30. The organ, with its ninety stops, 
i^ a wonderful instrument, and the vox-humana and vox- 
fingelica have a timbre that enchants every lover of music. 
Behind the church is the ancient Church- yard of 
Sf* Leodegar, surrounded by an arcade, — a secluded 
fl|pot| quite remoto firom the noiso and tumult of the world. 
. Traversing the Alpenstrasse, with its well-stocked shops, 
we come to that part of the town containing the most 
noteworthy eights of which Lucerne can boast. At the 
point where the Alpenstrasse opens into the Ziircherstrasse 
(tiie Zurich road) stands Meyer's Diorama^ a panorama 
which has for many years excited the admiration of

touristB. Euterhig it, we seem to have been suddenly 
transported to the sumndt of the Blgi or Pilatns. It would 

not be easy to pick out a part of the panorama that does 
not exactly correspond to the reality, and if we have not 
already seen a sunset from the Eigi or Pilatus^ we can 
enjoy a most admirable counterfeit of one here ; or if we 
have been unfortunate enough to ascend either of these 
mountains only to find their summit veiled in mist, 
Meyer's Diorama will alford us compensation to an extent 
that will exceed our most sanguine expectations. The 
Diorama also contains some fine views from the Qomergrat 
panorama. It is open daily during the season from 7 a.m. ; 
(entrance 1 franc). In the adjacent Lowenstrassc, where 
a new Lucerne is beginning to rise, is the Grand 
Panorama^ representing the retreat of General Bour- 
baki's army into Switzerland, in February, 1871. This 
coibpoBition is the masterpiece of M. Castres, of Oeneya, an 
artist well-known for his battle-pieces. Tliis panorama is 
open during the season from 7 a.m. ; (entrance 1 franc), 
(^j^ite the Grand Panorama is Stauffer's MuseoiUj a 
oMoet of natural history containing lifelilce groups of 
shJtod Alpine animals. It is open daily from 7 a.m.; 
(entrance 1 franc). Bearing to the north, we now come 
to the romantic nook containing the famous Lion Of 
iMWme* As mentioned above, in the middle ages the 
Lf|pnaerB were a very warlike folk. Before the French 
WillDlion the kings of France maintained a guard of 
hundor composed of yeomen from Lucerne and other Swiss 
cantons* Though the duties of these guards were generally 
IjK'.jbfKm onerousy they became so on the outbreak of 
ttK' Bevolution. On August 10th, 1792, the Jacobins, 
forions at ttie approach of an Austro^Prussian army for 
the defence of the king, stormed the Tuileries. After a 
[heroic struggle two battalions of the Swiss guards were 
((MRpawefed by the Beyolutionists, and on the 2nd and 
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3rd of September the re- 
mainder also fell in the 
discharge of their duty. 
The monument, suggested 
by Colonel von Pfyffer of 
his town, is dedicated to 
their common memory. It 
was sculptured in the year 
1821 by Ahorn, of Con- 
stance, after a model by 
the famous Tliorwaldsen, 
in the face of a rocky cliff 
60 feet in height. 

The scene is an impres- 
sive one. In the shade of 




magnificent trees spreads a small sheet of water, and behind it 

rises a perpendicular rock, ia a recess in the midst of 
which lies the wounded lion, defending even in death the 
charge entrusted to him. Above the monument we read 
the simple legend Hdveiionm fidei ae virttUe, together 
with the names of the fiJlen officers. This, the noblest 
and most beautiful of Lucerne's monuments, is open to 
the public free of charge. 

Close to the Lion Monument stands the Chapelle 
expioMre, bearing the mscription InvicHs pM. On the 
left is the Alpineom^ a great Alpine panorama of quite 
new construction, designed by its present proprietor Mr. 
Ernst Hodel, and including five immense pictures of the 
High^Alps, with natural objects in the foreground, presen- 
ting a most striking appearance, remarkably fetithfui to 
nature. (Entrancelfr.) A few yards ftnrther east, dose 
to the monument, is the entrance to the interesting Glacier 
Garden. The Glacier Glar.deil affords a unique spectacle. 
Accident led to the discovery here of one of tiie most 
intereeting natural phenomena. In the course of ezca- 
Yatk>nB for the foundation of a house, in 1872, nine of 
the "pot-holes" of an ancient glacier were discovered. 
The largest of them is 31 feet deep and 26 in 
diameter. They were evidently hollowed out in pre- 
historic times by the waters of the glader which 
must once have extended from the St. Gothard through 
the district of Lucerne to the north of Switzerland. The 
water that found its way through the fissures of the 
glacier imparted a rotatory motion to stones which, having 
fiJIen upon the ice, had also found their way through 
the fissures. Li the course of centuries these stones 
hollowed out the pot-holes" in the rock beneath, and 
were left in them when the glacier receded. Indeed those 
stones, consisting of gneiss, granite from the Bt-Oothard| 
or alpine limestone, are still to be seen in the eavitiaft* 
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The CHader Osvden thus affoids an iiiBinictiye example 

of a remarkable geological phenomen. The enigmatical 
origin of the ^pot-holes" is beautifully illustrated in the 
upper part of the recently enlaigened same garden. 

In vaiiouB buildings m the same gardoi are other 
Bights such as Ffyffer's famous Relief Map of Central 
Suntzerlandj 23 feet in length and 13 feet in width, 
reproducing the districts represented on a scale of 1 in 
12,500. Its consiaructor, Ludwig Pfyffer of Lucerne, a 
lieutenant-general in the French army, completed it in the 
second half of the preceding century, after ten years labour, 
and although it has been excelled in modern times, it 
deserves attention as being the first successful attempt to 
eorreeily represent a mountainous r^on. The French gen^ 
eral Lecourbe, who was stationed at Lucerne for some time 
in 1799, availed himself of this relief map when planning 
his famous defence of the St. Gothard and Central Switzer- 
land against the Bussian army under Suwaroii, approach- 
ing from Italy. 

Another relief illustrates the battle of the socalled 
Suwaroff Bridge in the Muottatal between the Russians 
and the French (31 October 1799). The armies are repre- 
sented by plastic figures* A third extensive relief is that 
of the Gothard Railway, by the top. eng. X. Imfeld and 
F. Becker, showing the whole route and making us realize 
the difficulties which had to be overcome in constructing 
the line. There is further a lake village after the models 
of Dr. Keller. In fine weather the gardens are lighted 
by electricity. (Entrance 1 franc.) 

Let us now retrace otnr steps and pay a visit to the 
Old Town. Although it can boast of little that is re- 
markable, it will at least give us an idea of what old 
JUioeme was like. Many of the houses are adorned with 
flnual paintings, and others with wrought ironwork in 
^b|oh ttie antique desi^s are deverty imitated* 
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Beturning to the Quay, we oome to flie Schwanen* 
platz^ at the east end of the Seebriicke. Here we must 
call the visitor's attention to the Official Enquiry OftLce^ 
located in a nice chalet^ where tourists can obtain, free 
of charge ; information o^ all points bearing upon njlway 
and other communication, not only in Lucerne and ite ' 
environs but throughout Switzerland. 

From the Schwanenplatz we turn our steps towards 
the roofed wooden bridge known as the Kapellbrfteke^ 
which crosses the River Benss diagonally. This curioos 
structure, dating from the year 1333» is a charac- 
teristic feature of Lucerne, and being constructed entirely 
of wood, it serves to remind us of the time when the * 
town did not possess a single honse of stone. That was 
400 years ago, when Lucerne was popularly known nnder 
the sobriquet of '^the wooden storks' nest." Many changes 
have taken place since this bridge was built, and great 
would be the astonishment of the old Lucemers who, 
dad in coats of mail and armed with their redoubtable 
two-handed swords and battle^xes, once strode over fhis 
bridge, if they could see how their beloved town has 
developed. Would they rejoice, or would they shake their 
heads ? We cannot say, but it is with reverence that we 
think of them as a patriotic. God-fearing race. In the 121 
triangular paintings placed at regular interval beneafli 
the roof of the bridge, they have celebrated the heroic 
deeds of the old Switzers, and the sufferings of their 
patron saints Leodegar and Maurice, in ingenuous fashion. 
In the midst of the Eapellbrucke stands the octagonal 
Wassertnrm. The munidpal treasure was stored in 
this tower, but it was also used as a prison for such as 
had incurred the displeasure of the government, and is 
said to have also contained the torture chamber. The 
municipal archives are now preserved here. Many authors 
ba^e stated that in ^e time of the Romans tbf Wasse^- 
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iunii was a lighthoiue,' and haye sought to deriTO tibe 
name of the town from lucerna, a lantern, but onfbrtonately 

there is more poetry than truth in this etymology, for, 
like the Musegg, the tower is simply a part of the forti- 
ficaUons with which the town was suirounded daring the 
first half of the thirteenth eentory* 

Crossing the KapellbrQcke we reach the Eleinstadt, 
as that part of the town on the left bank of the river 
is called in contradistinction to the Grossstadt on the 
right bank. Soon, howeTor, the ^little town" will become 
the ^great town,'' since flie topographicaS conditions permit 
of a greater extension of Lucerne on the left bank of 
the river than on the right. It is therefore on the left 
bank that we hnd the modem quarter of the town. 

At the west end of. the Seebriii^e) in the riyeri a 
number of swans and other waterfowl are housed, con- 

spicuous among thera being numbers of pretty black coot 
(Fiilica atra)j which, being carefully protected by the 
inhabitants, have become lialf tame, though remarkable 
elsewhere for their shyness. 

Trayersing the shady Quay to the left of flie Railway 
Station, and passing some fine and commodious hoteln, we 
reach the Theatre and the Jesuits' Church. The former is 
closed during the summer, its place being taken by the Kor* 
saal| but in the winter, the holiday-time of the inhabitants 
of Lucerne, it is one of their fSetvourite places of resort. 
The Jesuits' Chllixh is a building in the style of the 
eighteenth century, with 8 chapels and seyeral exceUent 
altar*pieces. Somewhat further down the Eeuss stands the 
GoYenunent Boilding^ formerly the Jesoits' College. 
The facade of the main building, in the Florentine style, 
at once attracts our attention, and still more that part of 
the edifice known as the Schlosschm. Its three stories 
are supported by slender columns, and the whole is a 
remarkable monnmont of sixteenth oentorjr aiohiteotare. 
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doing honour to the designer, Hans yon Lyn, of Trient. 

The legislature of Canton Lucerne meets from time to 
time here. The opposite building with arcades contains 
the Cantonal archives. They include numerous documents 
bearing on Swiss history and invaluable both firom a 
political and sodological pohit of view. The gold seal of 
Charles the Bold of Burgundy, a trophy of the battle of 
Grandson (1476), is kept here, as well as a fine collection 
of coins. Behind tiie goYemmcnt building on the Hirschen^ 
graben is the new Cantonal School with the High School, 
College and School of arts and trade. There is also a 
Natural History IMiiseuni on the third story, which has 
its chief interest in its rich botanical and geological col- 
lection. (Gothard.) Free admittance on Sundays 10 — 12 
a*m. and 1 — 3 p.m. and on Tuesdays 1 — 3 p.m. At 
other times 50 cts. admittance for adult persons, children 
half fee only. Closed on Thursdays forenoon. Conser- 
vator: Prof. Dr. H. Bachmann. 

Close by Franciscan Church, the latter a plain Gothic 
structure with Benaissance chapel, finely carved choir-stalls, 
and copies of the banners captured by the Swiss in the 
famous battles which secured them their liberty. 

The Mogeam^ also situated in the neighbourhood of 
the Government Building, contains the Cantonal Library f 
one of the largest in Switzerland, containing 80,000 
volumes. Of special interest, however, is the Municipal 
Library, situated near the Kivcr Re ass, and open to the 
public on Mondays, Wednesdays, Thursdays, and Saturdays, 
from 2 till 4. This latter voluminous collection is rich in 
documents pertaining to the history of Switzerland, and 
in other material of the highest value to the historian 
and sociologist; it further contains an extensive collection 
of aucient Swiss and Lucerne coins. 

From the Museum the Pfisteigasse leads to the Arsenal, 
^^di isj however, scarceljjr deserving of a visit, since t|i9 
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greater part of the 
valuable collection of 
ancient weapons for- 
merly preserved here- 
has been incorporated 
with the collection in 
the Rathaus, standing 
in the Kornmarkt. 
We will therefore re- 
turn along the Reuss, 
past the BarrackSy 
and cross over the 
Spreuerbriicke to the 
right bank of the river. 

The Spreuer- 
briicke or Muhlen- 
brucke resembles 
the Kapellbriicke in 
being built entirely 
of timber and roofed; 
it is not so old, ho- 
wever, by a century. 
It contains an in- 
teresting series of 

paintings by 
^ Caspar Meg- 

linger, dating

of Death. Between the Kapellbriicke and the Spreuerbriicke 
is the modern Reuflsbriicke, and a few years ago a fifth 
bridge was built below the Spreuerbriicke, connecting the 
suburb of Sanct Jakob with the right bank and a railway 
bridge for the Gothard line. The velocity of the stream 
here is much greater than in the neighbourhood of the 
upper bridges. 

Crossing the 
Miihlenplatz, mwhich 
stands the handsome* 
Gewerbegebdude, we 
reach the Wein- 

markt. The foun- 
tain here, with its 
statue of St. Maurice 
armed cap-^-pie , is 
one of the finest 
ancient monumental 
fountains in Switzer- 
land; in particular 
the mail-clad warriors 
in lifelike attitudes, 
occupying the niches 
of the fine Gothic 
columns, deserve the 
attention of the con- 
noisseur "Jhe Korn- 
Musegg. marktgasse leads us 

past theOld Rathans 
in the Kornmarkt This building, which is in the purest 
Renaissance style, contains a Gothic staircase and some 
admirable inlaid waiuscotting and ancient carved wood- 
work, also portraits of magistrates of Lucerne, and large 
mural paintings by Reinhard and Wyrsch. On the ground 
floor of the Rathaus there is a permanent Fine J{^t 
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Exhibiiiqn and a Historical Museum of Applied Art 
indoding the antiquarian collection of fhe Histoitad Sodeiy 

of the Five Cantons. Here wo find objects from the lake- 
dwellings and from prehistoric tombs, numerous weapons 
and trophies from the old Swiss wars, two Turkish pennons 
taken by the men of Lucerne at the battle of Lepanto, 
Duke Leopold's coat of mail from the battle of Sempach, 
19 Italian shields from the battle of Gioniico^ some fine 
specimens of old stained glass, and, in short, the collection 
is full of objects connected with the most interesting events 
recorded in the history of Lucerne. (Entrance 1 franc 
Open from June 1st till October 15<h, from 9 a. m. to 
6 p. m.) 

If we extend our walk from here up towards the 
grey ramparts of the Miisegg, we shall find the Munici'^ 
pal GirUf School installed in the former Convent of 

Maria Hilf (the Boys^ School occupying a palatial 
building close by). Near it is erected the handsome new 
Clirist Churck built by the Old Catholics oi Lucerne, 
in which American Episcopal church services are also 
held. The tower commands a very fine view (entrance 
50 cts. ; apply to the sexton). We can, however, return 
fi'oiii the Konini;\i kt direct to the Schwaiienplatz and the 
ijuay» which latter is the favourite resort of all visitors 
to Lucerne. 

Before our walk is ended evening draws on, the soft 

pleasant sunmier evening of Switzerland. The leaves of 
the c)i<'Btnut-trees rustle in the breeze that sweeps gently 
over the hppling waters of the lake, and the peaks of the 
lofty snow-capped mountains flash and redden as though 
they were no longer cold, but glowing with an internal 
fire ; the uplands are all ablaze, while the shadows of 
eveninp^ have already fallen on the valleys. Hoftly 8welling 
and dying gently away, the sweet tones of the vesper bells 
are heard through the stillness of the night. Thioogli 



the foliage of the trees the electric light flashes, and on 
the lake the gOTidolas with their coloured lanterns glide 
hither and thither, and the songs of their happy occupants 
are heard across the now dusky waters. ^The Naples oC 
Switzerland" is a title iliat Lucerne would well deierre, 
for in summer-time its mild climate has quite a southern 
character, and the chiRroscuro of the landscape vies in 
picturesque charm with that of Italy, while as regards the 
Tariety of nationalities and oostumes and the gay toilets 
of the ladies, Lucerne need not shirk comparison with any 
of the great maritime cities of the world. 1 representatives 
of all the large cities of the Old and New World are 
present and make Lucerne their rendez-vous — all the 
various types of travellers, from Mr. and Mrs. Brown 
of London to Tartarin de Tarascon, while Babel itself 
couM scarcely have presented a greater coiil'u^ioii of * 
tongues. But though gathered together from the ends of 
the earth, the crowd before us is peaceful and harmless 
enough, for the- people composing it are intent one and 
all on enjoying the spectacle of which they themselves 
coustitute a part. Could we cunipress into a single sentence 
ail the exclamations and all the thoughts uttered in 
diverse languages by the hundreds or thousands of pro- 
menaders on Uie Quay, it would certainly be this: ^^How 
lovely is the earth, and how glorious is lifeP Gazing on 
Lucerne, thoughts of a more sombre character are impossible.

On an eminence to the 
west of the town we may 
remark a building with a 
turret as slender and elegant as the 
minaret of a mosque, rising above the 
houses on the slope and the woods 
in the background. This is the fa- 
mous Outsell (Hotel-Restaurant), a point 
of view which brings before us in the most 
striking manoer the beauty of the district. 
A walk of ten minutes through the Basler- 
strasse and past the Barracks brings us to 
the station ohhe miniature cable rail way, 
which conveys us to the summit in 2V« 
min. Though it is only 197 yards in length, 

the gradient is 53 in 100, 
and it is probably the shor- 
test and certainly the most 
delightful little railway in 
the world. If,however,we 
prefer to make the ascent 
of 330 feet on foot, we 
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torn to the left at the Orphan Asylum and on reaching 
the Riding School take the zig-zag path leading past the 
ancient tower known aa the Unnoth to the heights^ up 
to which there ia also a carriage-road* Although the 
SflLisoh is no more than a hill, it commands a surpriringly 
fine view of the picturesque little town on the lieuss, 
and of the lake as far as the Rteep Rides of the Rigi 
and Btirgenstock, above which the Alps of Unterwaldeni 
with the magnificent snowy dome of the Titlis conspicaona 
smong them, pierce the southern sky. The view down 
the river in the direction of the quiet little Rotsee, and 
as far as the Uetliberg near Zurich, is pretty, and if it is 
not extensive enough we can ascend hy ^e lift to the 
top of the viewftower* An eigoyable walk too^ can be 
taken in the mi^nifioent woods lying hehmd flie Hotel and 
Pension G litsch and commanding charming viewa of Lucerne 
and the mountains. 

While the Q&tsch can claim to he the finest point 
of view in Lucerne) the Husegg^ the heights above the 
town on ilie right bank of the river, where the nine 
old watch-towers rise out of the grey ramparts, possesses 
romantic charms of its own. A carriage-road, beginning a 
little to the left of Meyer's Diorama, leads in ten 
minutes up to the heights, which also commasid a fine 

TOW. 

Above the Musegg are the garden-grounds of the 
Villa Wilheimai open to visitors, containing a collection 
«of rare species of Arauearia from the Caucasus and 
specimens of the Swiss Arauearia imbricata, with many 
ether botanical rarities. 

A third point of view in the immediate vicinity of 
Lucerne is the Capachin Church of Wesemlin, twenty 
minutes' vralk from the town, taking the road leading firem 
&e Lion Monument past the Glacier Garden, or firem 
the Stifkskirche past the wayside pictures representmg the

Stations of the Cross, to the terrace on which the Convent 
is situated. It commands a superb view of the picturesque 
Musegg. From here we should continue our walk as fai 

as the Drei-Iiinden on the HitzUsberg^ where we can 

sit down on a beneh and enjo} the magnificent panorama 

of" the Alps, from tlic Rigi in the east to Finsteraarhorn 
and Pilatus in the west. In ease the half-hour's walk to 
the Drei-Linden should be too much for us, we can hire 
a carriage and drive up to it either by the aboye-mentioiied 
road or by the Adligenswil and new Drd-Linden road; 
pedestrians will also do well to return by ttiis last-men- 
tioned route, which commands fine views* 

The fashionable settlement of villas on Dreilinden 
is also reached in a few minutes from the Hofkirche, by 

an easy road, with splendid outlooks of scenery. 

A charming walk on level ground leads along Che 

right bank of the licuss in less than a quarter of an hour 
to the Friedental, a lovely little valley between the 
Reuss and the Rotsee; here we find the new cemetery 
of Lucerne, with handsome monumentS| some of them of 
considerable artistic merit. For a drive, the new road 
from St. Karli to the cemetery can be recommended. Refresh- 
ments can be obtained at a restaurant occupying a command- 
ing situation by the side of the road. Another walk, which 
can be extended ad libitum, leads from the Quay llirough 
the Haldenstrasse^ and along the lovely shore of the lake. 
The numerous pensions and villas, with their beautiful 
gardens bordering the highway, as well as the lake with its 
steamboats, and the noble mountains rismg on the furth^ 
side of it, impart beauty and variety to this road, so 
that it is one of ilie favourite prom^ades of visitors to 
Lucerne. 

Among the greatest enjoyments which Lucerne affords 

we must include a row ou the lake in a boat ar 
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gondola, espeeiany on BOoie fine eyening when ilie wind 

is wafting the fragrance of the garden flowers across the 
waters and the last rays of the setting sun are illuminat- 
ing the mountains. Seeburg and Wartenfluh on the right 
hanky and Tribschen and Statz on the left bank invite a 
visit, but whichever direction tiie boat takes we shall find 
ourselves among scenes of beauty. 



SHORT EXCURSIONS. 

The splendour of a bright and doudless summer morn- 
ing bursts upon Lucerne, its lake, and its mountains. 

But in which direction shall we go ? It is difficult to decide, 
for among so many charming tours we do not like to select 
one to the exclusion of the others* We will proceed to 
deseribe about a dozen excursions, any one of which can 
be made firom Lucerne in a morning or afternoon, but 
the tourist must choose one or more of them at random, 
— if he is unable to adopt the best course, which would 
be to stay here for a month and make them all. 

By way of commencement, we will select the tour to 

the Glitsch^ Sonnenberg, the Cross on the Langen 
Fureii^ Kriens^ and back to Lucerne. We have 

described the Gtltsch above (p. 32), so that it only 

remains for us here to say that there is a pleasant foot- 
path leading in half an hour through the shady forest 
of the Gutschwald to the Kurhaus Sonnenbergp occupying 
n wonderfully fine situation in a lofty fir-wood and com- 
manding a magnificent outlook on the Alps. Basler-Ruhe, 

Victoriaplatz, and Wolfssciilucht are charming points of 
view in the extensiye woodlands belonging to the Kurhaus, 
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but flie best of aQ ui near the Cross on the Langen Fur en, 

a ridge of the mountain chain, 2560 feet above the sea. 
Another ten minutes and we have before us not only tjlie 
bays of Lncerne and Stans^ iriih their beautiful meadows 
and orchards and their background of snow-dad mountains, 
but also in the opposite direction the valley of the Reuss 
and the entrance to the grassy Entlebuch. In half an 
hour we can easily descend from Sonnenberg to the verdant 
▼alley of Kriens and the yillage of the same name, lying 
embowered in fruit-trees at the western base of the steep 
and rugged Pilatus ; with its extensive silk manufactories 
and its machine works this village is one of the most 
thriving in the Canton of Tmccrne; it is connected with 
the town, a mile and a half distant, by a raUway com- 
manding a charming view of the Rigi group. From Eriens 
a road commanding fine views leads in ^/^ hours past Schloss 
Schauensee to the Himmelreich Pension and Restaurant. 
Instead of descending irom Sonnenberg to Kriens we might 
also return to Lucerne by the footpath leading through 
woods and meadows and past the Villa BruchmaU; this 

latter way, indeed, is the shorter of the two. 

A second tour in the same district is a walk or drive 
round the Sonnenberg, through Kiiens^ Ttenggloch^ and 
Idttllll^ or in the reyerse direction. This drive would occupy 
an hour and a half, but we might arrange to take the 
railway as far as Kriens and again on our way home 
from Littau to Lucerne. From Kriens the road leads 
through the valley of the same name, at first fertile, but 
aiterwards assuming a rugged aspect, and after traversing 
the wooded background of the valley we enter tiie 
Renggloch^ a glen lying between the Blattenberg on 
the left and the Sonnenberg on the right. Here we shall 
remark the rocky channel through which the Renggbach 
BOW flows into file Kleine Emme, instead of debonehing 
u formerly into the Lake of Lucerne. Enjoying a fine view 
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of the Entiebnch, — the Talley of the KIme Eiii]iie,'~in 

which the church of Malters is conspicuous, we now des- 
cend to Littau at the entrance to the valley. Here we 
fiud the interesting establishment of Thorenbergj for the 
produetion of dectric light and power* The conent for 
the eleetric lighting of the town Lucerne is generated 
here. 

A tour somewhat resembling those already described 
takes us through Krieiis to Uergiswald and back, either 
on foot or by carriage. The way to the pleasantly situated 
healthresort and pilgrimage-chapel of Herffiswcild, situated 
at an elevation of 2800 feet above the sea, traverses the val- 
ley of Kriens and branches off to the left into the Schachen- 
waldj then, after crossing the upper Renggbrucke, it leads 
through forests up to the quaint old chapel, which commands 
a fine yiew of tiie surrounding country and is remarkable 
for the curious paintings that adorn its ceiling. 

it is advisable to extend this tour by taking the foot- 
path leading from Hergiswald to the Eigental and open- 
ing into the carriage-road near the Holderkapelle. From 
Renggloch a good road leads to the Holderkapelle and the 
Eigenthal without passing through Hergiswald; it may be 
recommended as being the shortest way from Lucerne. 

The Eigental is a seduded and romantic glen at 
the foot of the rocky steeps of Filatus. It is traversed 
by the Biimligbach, — a brook abounding in trout, — and 
extends for a distance of 6 miles, at a height of 2600 to 
3600 feet above the sea ; in the summer-time its numerous 
chdrlets giye us a pleasant glimpse of the life of the Alpine 
herdsmen. In the Talley stand the little Chapel of the 
Good Shepherd, with interesting frescoes, a small sana- 
torium and a home for the school children of Lucerne, 
during their summer vacation. It also contains some 
magnificent fir-trees and commands a splendid view of 
Mount Pilatus. 
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From Matters, the second station on the railway from 
Lucerne to Berne, we can reach the Eigenthal by diiving 
to the health-resort of Scliwarzenberg, 3 miles from 
Malters and 2760 feet above the sea, whence the valley 
can be reach- 
ed in three- 
quarters of an 
hour; on the 

way from 
Malters we 
obtain a fine 
view of the 
Entlebu ch. 
No less popu- 
lar with excur- 
sionists than 
Schwarzen- 

berg and

Winkel. For the greater part of the distance the road skirts 
the left bank of Lake Lucerne, of whicli it commands charm- 
ing views, and it has the advantage of being (juite level.

that to 
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Leaving Lucerne and crossing the railway behind the Theatre, 
tiie Hiischiiiattatiam quickly leads us into the open country. 
Near the farmhouse of OmSj about 1 Vs miles bism Lucerne, 

the road branches off to the left to the rural mansion of 
Trihschen, in which the famous composer Richard Wagner 
lived towards the end of the sixth decade of our century. 
Here he married, and here he composed the Meisteraingers, 
Siegfried, &c. The road, which now leads past the Birregg 
Woods and constantly commands a charming view of the 
Rigi and the Biirgenstock, between which tower the snow- 
clad peaks of the Alps of Uri, soon brings us to the Pension 
Stutz (fine yiew of Pilatua on the right), the hamlet of 
Langenmndy and Oberhasli. From here a footpath leads 

to the charmingly situated rur^il inn of St. Niklausen. 
While stiil on the way to it we enjoy one of the most impres- 
sive views which the Lake of the Four Cantons affords ; but 
on reaching the promontory itself we are enchanted by 
the aspect of the numerous little bays and headlands, 
forming a scene worthy the pencil of the most skilful 
painter. Beneath the tail Spanish chestnuts stand benches, 
where we can sit down and enjoy at our ease the delightful 
prospect. The finest point is the Kreuzfiuh (about five 
minutes' walk from the inn), a projecting rock com- 
manding a superb view of the lake, beyond tlip gleaming 
surface of which we discover Rehrsiten on the Biirgen- 
stock and Stansstad. The landscape increases in spl6n<> 
dour as we proceed on our way, and when, after a walk 
of 20 minutes, past the estate of Kramerstein^ we reach 
the steam-boat pier at Kastammhatim, we find our- 
selves in a perfect paradise^ looking at the magniiicent 
laurel-trees surrounding us, we might unagine that we 
had been suddenly transported to ihe shores of one of 
the lakes of Upper Italy. The road, which now skirts the 
bank of the lake, commands a wonderfully fine view of 
StMisstady the Staoserhgrn^ and the Lopperberg, — the im« 
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posing eastern spur of Pilatus, which is now yisible from base 
to sominit and is nowhere seen to greater advantage. Passing 
ihe Spissen^g, Hbe promontory separating the E^raiztrichter 
from the Lake of Alpnach, we reach the delightful Bay 

of Winkely and, in a quarter of an hour, the little village 
of the same name, situated at the end of the bay, while 
in 10 minutes more we come to the village of Horw, 
a station on the BrOnig Railway, by which the pedestrian 
oan return to Lucerne, unless he wishes to pay a visit 
to the military drill grounds, lying on the straight road, 3 
miles long, leading to Lucerne. 

An intoresting half-day's excursion is the drive tiuough 

Horw^ Herg^wil^ and Stansstad to the town of 

Stans and back. As far as Horw, 8 miles from Lucerne, 
the view of Pilatus, rising in front of us, absorbs our 
attention; beyond Horw the road reaches the bay of Winkel, 
and follows the lake shore from fliere to Hergim/M (3 miles 
from Horw), nestling dose to the perpendicular diffs of the 
Lopperbergj which projects so far into the lake at this 
point that a bridge has been thrown over it. Crossiog 
this bridge we reach Stansstad, the port of the httle 
Canton of Nidwalden, a mile and a half from Hergiswil, 
and after a delightfol drive through the meadows and 
orchards of the Stanser Boden we come to Stans, the chief 
town of the canton. Its moiiunient to Arnold Winkelried, 
the hero of Bempaoh, is deserving of inspection. 

The excursions which we can make in a morning or 
afternoon on the east side of Lucerne are no less delight- 
ful than those on the west side. 

In the first place we may name the tour from Lucerne 

by IHetschenberg and Adligenswil to Meggen 
and tMiek to Lucerne^ either entirely on foot or return- 
ing from Meggen hy the steamer. Taking the AdligmS' 

toil road we reach the Dtetschenberg in about an hour, 
the view of the lake becoming the more ei^tensive the further 
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we go. In about 20 minates we turn off to the right 
near the estate of Lindmfeld, and in a quarter of an 
hour reach the fiurm-honee of Utenberff. ffigher up we 

pass a wayside shrine and arrive in 10 minutes at the 
farm-house of Dietschenberg^ above which rises tlie highest 
summit of the Dietschenberg^ the Vogelherd^ which we 
reach in another 10 minutes, the enchanting prospect it 
affords amply recompensing us for all onr trouble. We 
can now descend in half an hour to Adliyenswil^ whence 
it is an hour's walk, part of the way through woods, at 
the end of which we enjoy a raagnihcent view, to the 
steamboat-pier at Meggen on the Lake of K^snacht, in the 
neighbourhood of which stands the ohAteau of NeuhaMburg, 
a handsome building in the Gothic style of architecture. 
Passing it, taking a short cut across the promontory of 
Mtstad, and then following the shore of the lake, we 
can make our way back to Lucerne in one hour. A still 
shorter way, and one that is quite as enjoyable, is to take 
the Krenzbuch road, which branches off between Meggen * 
and Vorder meggen and commands at its highest point (close 
by the English cemetery) a magnificent view* 

A drive in the reverse chrection, namely from 
Lueerne, by Seebnrg: and Meggen to Adligens- 

wil and back , can also be strongly recommended ; 
the idyllic repose and rural charm of this district cannot 
fail to make an impression upon the tourist*' 

For another half -day's excursion we can take 
the train to Oisikon, charmingly situated above the 
light-green waters of the Reuss on the line from Lucerne 
to Zug, and from here ascend the Kooterberg^ on the 
highest point of which, 2611 feet above the seai stands 
the chapel of 8t«Hiehaelskrenz. The view from here 
is so extensive, that the sobriquet of „ Little Rigi'* has 
been bestowed upon this ridge, which can easily be as- 
cended in three-quarters of an hour. Especially hne is 
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the view of 
the valley of 
the Reu88,with 
its^ numerous 
villages, and of 
the hilly coun- 
try extending 
from the out- 
liers olthe Alps 
4: to the Jura 
chain, just vi- 
sible on the 

horizon. In returning we have the choice of ^ two delightful 
routes. First we can descend through Meyerskappcl in an

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hour and a quarter to the hamlet and castle of Bu07ias 
on the lovely Lake of Zug, whence it is three quarters 
of an hour's walk to . Rothkreuz station ; or secondly 
we can make our way in 1 ^2 hours by Udligensivil 
to Kiissnachtj at the further end of the lake of the 
same name (an arm of the Lake of Lucerne), where 
tradition places the site of Gessler's castle. Between here 
and Immensee, on the Lake of Zug, lies the Hohle

Gasse (see p. 58). From Kiissnacht we can take the 
steamer back to Lucerne. 

An interesting and unfatiguing excursion, which can 
be made in half a day, though it deserves to have more 
time devoted to it, is a tour from Lucerne through 
Rothkreuz to Brunnen (by the St. Oothard Rail- 
way) and back to Lucerne by steamboat, halting 

at Goldau, where our attention is attracted by the debris 
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of the land-slip which orerwhelmed fhe unfortunate 

village early in the present century. From Goldau we 
can pay a visit to the Lake of Lowerz, overshadowed 
by the steep sides of the Rigi, and to the romantic little 
island of Schwanau with its andent castle ruinsi its 
ohapel, and its pretty restanrant. Pictnresquely sitaated 
at the end of the lake lies the small health-resort of 
Seewen, and close at hand is the Schtvyz-Seewen rail- 
way station, where we can take the train bade to 
Bronnen* 

Host of the places on the banks of the Lake of 
the Four Cantons (or Lake of Lucerne) can be easily 
Tisited from the town in half a day, but we think it 
wUl be bettor to describe them in connection with the 
one-day excnrsions, since the greater number of tiaToUers 
will reserve an entire day for the lake; here it only 
remains to mention the charming half-day boatiu^ ex- 
CnraionS^ — for a row on the lake of Lucerne is among 
the most enjoyable things that a tour in Switzerand can 
afford. Among the many channing places we can visit 
there are Trihschen^ Stutz, St. Niklmisen^ and Kastanien" 
baum on the left hank of the lake, and Seeburg^ Altstad^ 
and Neuhabsburg on the right bank, but most to be pre- 
ferred is an excursion which includes all these places, 
togeilier with Kehrsiten at the foot of the wooded Biirgen- 
stock, since it affords a number of the loveliest pano- 
ramas and vistas, as one arm of the lake or another 
opens before us. Especially on summer days, when it 
is refireshing to leave the parched land and glide over 
the cool waters, with the mountains and villages mir- 
rored in the smooth surface, such an excursion, in which 
we are not tied to any foreappointed course, is extremely 
enjoyable. 
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EXCURSIONS OCCUPYING ONE DAY. 

The choice of short excursions that Lucerne uft'ords is 
very great, but so soon as we extend tlu^ time to a full day 
they become vastly more numerous* There is the lake itself 
which we are bound to explore, there are the Bigi, PilataB, 
and the Stonserhorn to be aseended^ there is Hie St. Oothaid 
Railway leading us into the heart of the Alps, there is 
the Bruuicr Hailway, which no tourist would be willing to 
strike out of his programme, there is the yale of Obwalden 
with its famous Engelberg, the little Canton of Zug with 
its antique town, Its lake, and its mountain-ridge, and the 
little paradise of Schwyz, nestling at the foot of the gigantic 
My then, As soon as we think of an excursion to these 
districts the <me resoWes itself into dozens, each place 
becoming a centre for new excursions, so ibat it would 
be easy to catalogue a hundred or a thousand, and a 
biiigle su miner is found to be far too short to e^joy aU 
that the country round Lucerne has to O0er. 

But the Lake of the Four Cantons rightly oceupiea 
the first place in the programme of the yisitor to Lucerne, 
and we shall accordingly assign it the first place here. 

A list of the excursions that can be made from the 
different place'^ ou the Lake and the iiigi will be found 
at the end of the respective chapters. 



THE LAKE OF LUCERNE. 

Who is there whose heart does not beat &ster as he 

reads this title, which recalls to us all that we have heard 
of the sublime scenery of Lake Lucerne, the magnificent 
descriptions of Schiller, the history of William Tell, of 
whose heroic deeds its shores were the scene« A world 
of picturesque landscapes rises before our eyes, aware 
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as we are that this famous lake is a treasure-house of 

natural beauties. 

Let us thou entrust ourselves to its waters until we 
haye explored all the recesses of its curiously winding 
sliores, and haye enjoyed all the beautiful effects of light 
and shade which unite with the striking character of its 
scenery to render it a paragon of beauty. Three steamboat 
trips will be necessary, the first, from Lucerne to Fluelen^ 
taking us from one end of the lake to the other. 

This delightfbl trip occupies 2 hours and 40 minutes 
and from the very commencement affords scenery of en- 
trancing beauty, the view of Lucenie itself, surrounded 
by gardens and dominated by its ancient towers, being 
especially pleasing. In front of us stretches the Bay of 
Ijueeme with handsome yiUas rising from among yerdure 
ou both sides, Tribschen and Schldssehen Stutz on the 
right, and Seehurg and Wartenjiuh on the left, and on 
the promontory of the Meggenhorn the imposing Villa 
Meggenkam, also the little island of Altstad, the ViUa 
Meruin, and, on the Eflssnacht arm of the lake, the 
Chdieau of Neuhabshurg. Our eyes do not rest long on 
these, however, but turn upwards to where the mountains 
raise their proud crests, the Eigi on the left, and Pilatus, 
the Bfirgenstock, the Stanserhom, and the Buoehserhom 
on the right. Soon they deprive ns of the view of the 
gleaming Walenstocke, but in compensation we get a momen- 
tary glimpse, across the Brunig, of the monarchs of the 
Bernese Oberland, the Lauteraarhomer, the SchreckhSmer, 
the Wetterh5mer, Mdnoh} £iger, and the Jungfrau. 

And now ttie steamer enters flie Kreuztrichter, into 
which open the four lake-arms of Lucerne, Kiissnacht, 
Alpnacht, and Weggis, so that we ei^oy a view of each 
of them. We next enter the Weggis basin, lying embedded 
between the wooded precipices of the Bflrgenstock (with 
iti ite^ xaalway) on flie right and the rocky sides of the 
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Big! on the left. Bo far the boat has not halted anywhere, 
the Bteamers plying between Alpnaoh and Kiissnacht oalling 
«i the landmg-plaoes in the bay of Lucerne ; but now, after 

passing the beautifully situated chateau of Herteiistein, 
. we stop at: 

Weggls^ a health-resort refliarkable alike for its auperb 
nkiation and its very agreeable, southern elimate. Passing 

the charnung Lutzelau we soon come to: 

Yitmailf situated on a small patch of land below two 
of the summite of the Rigi, the Dossen and Yitznauerstock* 

In spring and auturan Vitznau is a popular health- 
resort, in summer it is a centre for tourists of all natio- 
nalities, owmg to its being the starting-point of the Yitznau- 
Rigi Railway (see p. 62). Beautiful grounds adjoining the 
Hotel du Pare, and romantic walk along the Dorfberg to 
the Miihkhach Waterfall. Restaurant near the^Grubisbalm 
caYem. Weissenfluh Restaurant 1 hours. Flora Alpina 
Restaurant on the way to Gersau (20 min*), one of the 
most charming points on the lake. Beyond Yitsnau, which 
enjoys a climate no less mild than that of Weggis, it 
seems to us as though we had already reached the end 
of the lake and that the steamboat was steering on to 
flie rocks; but at the last moment a strtdt op^s before 
us, formed by the promontories of the Yitznauerstock and 
the Biirgenstock. Passing at a sharp curve between the 
two ^iNasen", as these headlands have been christened^ 
the vessel enters the basin of Buochs, Beckenried, and 
OersaUj rounds the southern part of the Burgenstock, 
and halts at the Tillage of Buochs. 

Baochs belongs to the Canton of Nidwalden, and 
occupies a pleasant position at the foot of the Buochserhom. 
Passing the picturesque Chapel ofRiedli, and commanding 

all the time a beautiful view of the adjacent mountains, 
the steamboat next halts at: 

4 
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Beckenrled, a pleasantly cool village and popular Bummer 
resort, sheltered from the wmd and embosomed in verdure ; 
then, crossing the lake to the right bank, we come to: 

Gersaa^ above which rises the Rigi-Scheidegg. Gersau 
enjoys a great reputation as a climatic health-resort, vying 
with Montreux in respect to its sheltered situation and 
pure air, free from dust (mean annual temperature ot 
Gersau 50,1^ F., of Montreux 50,9^). After leaving 
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Treib and tbe llythen. 



the village, which is quite shut in by rocks, the steam- 
boat directs its course due east past the romantically 
situated Kindlimord Chapel^ affording us on the way one 
of the grandest of Alpine landscapes, for the view towards 
Schwyz now opens, with the fearfully steep and naked 
summits of the My then towering in the background. At 
their base gleams Schwyz j in the middle distance Ingenbohl, 
and in the foreground, on the shore of the lake, Brunnen, 
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Above Brunnen, on the steep Wasifluh, stand the palatial 
Hotels Axenstein and Axenfels, while on the left bank 
of the lake Sonnenberg and Seelisberg present a magnificent 

appearance. Again 
crossing the lake the 
steamboat reaches : 

Treib, an old 

wooden inn, of histo- 
rical interest, standing 
by itself at the foot of 
the Seelisberg. This 
is the landing-place 
for the loftily situated 
>rillage of Seelisberg. 
Not far from here, on 
ounding the next 
headland , we 
see, rising from 
the lake, a py- 
ramidal rock 85 
; , feet in height, 
■Jy known as the 
Mythenstein, 
It bears an in- 
scription in ho- 
nour of Schiller, the German 
poot, who celebrated in im- 
mortal verse the deeds of Wil- 
liam Tell, the hero of Switzer- 
land. The steamboat now 
crosses the lake, which again 
The Mythenstein. contracts, and making a sharp 

bend we reach Brunnen, the pleasant, trim, and much- 
frequented port of Canton Schwyz. 

Brunnen^ situated in the centre of the Forest Cantons, 




is one of the favourite resorts of tourists, and possesses 
some fiue gardens and promenades, besides being the 
starting-point for many interesting excursions to be de- 




highly romantic Lake of Uri, shut in by rocky banks 
and encircled by stupendous mountains. On entering this 
basin we have on our right, beneath the crags of the 



Seelisberg, the Riitlij the most sacred 8p()t on the soil of 
Switzerland; it is a steep meadow surrounded by trees, 
where, on the 7th NoTember, 1307, Walter Ftot of Uri, 
Werner StaufFacher of Schwyz, and Arnold Anderhalden 
of Unterwalden, each seconded by some faithful followers, 
formed a league in the name of their cantons against the 
tyrannous rule of Austria. The Kutii is regarded as a 
national place of pilgrimage, and is mndi visited on fine 
Sundays, especially by sehools and sodeties of all deecrip- 
tions. Opposite the Riitli, on the east bank of the lake, 
rise the Fronalpstock and the chain of the Rossstock, 
beginning with the Axenberg. Through their base runs 
not only the grancUy pietnresqne Axen9ira98ep with its 
galleries excavated in the solid rock, but also the 8L Got- 
hard Railway j of which we catch glimpses here and there. 
Pursuing its course along the rocky bank of the lake, the 
steamboat next halts at: 

Sisikon^ a village situated on a grassy patch aor- 
rounded by lofty rocks, somewhere near the middle of 
the Axenstrasse. On the left bank of the lake the Ober- 
and Kieder-Bauenstock present an imposing aspect, but 
both are mere hills in comparison with the Urirothstook, 
rifldng like a huge fortress from the blue waters to the 
clouds, its summit clothed in eternal snow. Yonder, on 
the brink of the lake, lie the hamlets of Bauen and 
Islefen, but our vessel keeps to the right bank, 

Tellsplatte, with the recently restored TeU'8 Chapd, 
contuning fine mural paintings by Stlickelberg of Basle, 
is the next stopping-place. Tellsplatte is the spot where 
William Tell escaped Ikimi the boat in which Gessler was 
conveying him to prison, it is visited year by year by 
the country people in solemn procession. Ten minutes' 
walk above the chapel stands a Pension and Restaurant, 
amidst luxuriant southern vegetation. Enjoying the 
magnihcent view of the Axentiuh, rising above Toll's 
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Chapel, of the sky-piercing peak of the Urirothstock, and ot 
the pyramid of the Bristenstock towering aloft straight before 
us in the valley of the Reuss, we now direct our course to : 
Fluelen, the port of Canton Uri, much frequented 
in summer-time by travellers who have either arrived by 
the St. Gothard Railway and intend to take the steamboat 




steamer to take the train to 
the sunny South. 



Our journey does not now extend so far, for after 
hastily accompanying the tourist over the picturesque Lake 
of Lucerne it is our duty to describe some of the delightful 
walks, excursions, and tours that can be made from places 
on its banks; for surely there is no lover of fine scenery 
who will not make at least a few excursions either on 
foot or by carriage on the shores of this classic lake. 
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Imving the Bigi on one ride for a tune, we will first 

call the tourist's attention to the carriage-road along the 
right bank of tlic lake from Wegfjis to Flilelen^ wliich may 
be compared to a walk through a gallery of colossal pictures. 
It is cUffieiilt to say whether the aeotione from Weggia 
to Yitznau, Yitznan to G^rsaa, Gersan to Bnmnen, or 

Brunnen to Fluelen afford the most eujoyment, so we 
will leave the selection to the reader, if his time will 
not allow of his seeing all of tiiem, only remarking that 
the palm of beanty mast be awarded to the two first and 
that of grandeur to the two last. 

The road tVom Weggis to Vitznau (3 miles) commands 
throughout its entire length a charming series of verdant 
Alpine pastures, picturesque chestnut-groves, pretfy Swiss 
cottages, and enchanting views of the lake; ito continuation 
from Vitznau to Gersau leadmg high up oyer tiie pro- 
montory of the *Obere Nase," is still more romantic, 
commanding as It does not only the banks of the Weggis 
basin, but also those of the basin of Brunnen. This walk 
occupies IV4 hours, as does also that from Germu to 
Btmrmenj in which we get glimpses, through the orchards, 
of the southern summits of the Rigi, — Scheidegg, Hoch- 
tiuh, and Urmiberg, -as well as of the Mythen, Frohn* 
alpstock^ and Seelisberg. The last section of the road 
along the lake shore is the celebrated AxenstrilSSe^ bet- 
ween Brunnen and Fluelen, which for a distance of 7 miles 
afibrds the most enchantinof scenory that a traveller could 
wish for, — the blue lake in the depths beloW| grotesquely 
contorted rooks rismg to a dizzy height on one aide it us, 
picturesque fir-groves, dimly lighted tunnels with openings 
here and there through which w© catch charming glimpses 
of the lake and mouiitains, and wonderful views of the 
distant Alps. On the further side of the lake is the 
Riitli, and high above the precipitous banks the hotels of 
Sonnenberg, whOe every place tiiat meets the ey® teems 
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with souvenirs of the ancient heroes of Switzerland. Not to 
walk or drive at least along the grand section of road 
between Tellsplatte and Fluelen would be, from a touristic 
point of view, a sin of onussion hard indeed to justify* 

Not only in the main body of the Lake of the Forest 
Cantons but also in the lateral arms of Alpnach and Kuss- 
nacht such a host of beauties are discoverable that the 
tourist must on no account omit to visit those places. 

A journey by steamboat from Lucerne to JLlpnaeh, 
along the left bank of the lake, occupies one hour. Passing 
the charmingly situated houaeR of Stutz and Hasliy the ham- 
let of Langensand, and the idyllic St, Niklausen, we reach: 

Kastanienliaiim (see p. 39, Excursion from Lucerne 
to Winkel). Our second stopping-place is a quiet hamlet 
nestling at the foot of the Biirgenstock : 

Kehrsiteii, the starting-point of the cable railway 
to the heights of the Biirgenstock* Affording us mean- 
wlule a magnificent view of the promontory of Sfissenegg 
and the Bay of Winkel^ the steamboat now directs its 
course to : 

Hergiswil, one of the starting-points for tourists who 
wish to ascend Mount Pilatus on foot or on horseback. 
An hour's walk above the village, in a beautiful and 
commanding situation, is the Brunni Pension and Restau- 
rant. Following the Lopperberg, protruding far into the 
lake, we come to: 

Stansstad^ the pretty port of the Canton of Nid- 
walden, witii its ancient tower built for the purpose of 
defence against hostile attacks. An .electric tramway, 
miles in length, leads from here in 15 minutes to 
Stans, connecting with the Stanserhorn Kailway. Passing 
under the AchereggbrUcke, which spans the lake at this 
point, we enter tiie reedy Lake of Alpnach^ with the 
Bossberg rising on its left bank, and bteering towards 
the soutii-west comer quickly reach: 
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Alpnachstad^ the starting-point of the Mount Pilatua 
Railway. 

No less enjoyable than the steamboat trip is a drive 
along this arm of the lake, paying a visit on the way 
to Stansstad and the Rotzloch, a romantic ravine with 
a sanatorium, or making our way from the Drachenried 
to the little restaurant on the commanding Rossberg. 

From Lucerne to Eussnacht^ which can be reached 
by steamboat in one hour, we at first have the same 
scenery as on our trip to Fluelen ; soon, however, we enter 

the Lake of Kiissnacht 

and halt at the pier of: 

Meggen^ a beauti- 
fully situated village with 
handsome country hou- 
ses, trim cottages, villas, 
chateaux , and ruins ; 
then, at the foot of the 
Rigi, half-hidden among 
chestnuttrees, comes the 
hamlet of : 

Greppen, and some- 
what farther on, at the 
end of the lake : 

Eussnacht, a large 
and pretty village, beau- 
tifully situated and famous for its proximity to the Hohle 
Gasse and TeWs Chapel, A road much frequented by 
tourists leads in three-quarters of an hour through the 
Hohle Gasse to Immensee and the lovely Lake of Zug. 

We may extend our excursion from Lucerne to Euss- 
nacht by walking from the latter place along the foot of 
the Rigi — skirting the lake— through Greppen to Weggis 
(IV2 hours), at first with a wonderfully fine prospect of 




Neu-Habsburg. 
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Pilatus, the Stanserhorn, the Walenstocke, and the Bernese 
Alps, afterwards through undulating meadows and orchards. 

We shall now bid adieu for a time to the lake itself 
and turn our attention to the mountains which next to it 

excite the interest of the visitor to Lucerne, namely the 
Rigi, Pilatus, the Btanserhonii and the Biirgenstock.

THE RIGI. 

Tiie liigi has one advantage over all other mountaina, 
namely its wonderful situation between three lakes; it is 
like an island peak, and the sheets of water surrounding 
it impart a unique and incomparable charm to the land- 
scape. A fino day spent on the Rigi may be counted 
among the highest enjoyments that life can offer, and will 
not soon be forgotten even by those for whom mountain 
scenery does not possess the charm of noyelty. 

There are a number of footpaths leading up the Rigi, 
for not only every steamboat station at the foot of the | 
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mountain, but all the St. Gothard Hallway stations in thia 
diftridy liave ttieir palih to the heighti, which ore the 
goal of 80 many thousands. The shoitest, though at tiie 

same time the steepest of these routes leads the pedestrian 
up to the Kulm from Kussnacht or Immensee in 3 hours ; 
ail the others^ with the exception of the Vitznau path, 
ff half an hour longer. Among them all, the pallis 
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Railway) are the most frequented and the best kept, while 
they are so easy to find that any description would be 
superfluous. While to the trayeller starting from Weggie 
the prospect unfolds itself little by little, the Gtoldan route, 
loading past Bigi-Dftchli and through flie valley of Rigp- 
Klosterli, is perhaps the most impressiye, becaus<9 it sud- 
denly displays to us the entire yast panorama of the Alps. 
Since the construction of the two railways to the sununit 
of the B^, the number of those who make be ascent 
on foot has of course been oonriderably reduced. All 
honour to the sturdy mountaineers who put their trust 
in their own stout limbs, but we must confess that 
in our opinion more enjoyment than climbing affords 
can be obtained by taking the tram and anriying at 
the summit fresh and unfatigued, reserving all our 
strength and economising our time so as to be able 
thoroughly to enjoy the prospect from the summit and 
the numerous widks tiiat can be taken on the heights of 
the mountain. 

And now for the Rigi BailwajB. — First comes the 
Vitznau-Rigi line, the oldest and at the same time 
the most interesting of the mountain railways of Switzer- 
land. Constructed between 1869 and 1872, it leads up 
from tiie blue waters of the lake through diestnut-grovee, 
through a tunnel, and across the romantic Schnurtobel 
Bridye to Freibergen station. The lake sinks into the 
depths like a Codling fragment of a mirror, the prospeoi 
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expands, mountams begin to lift their crests around us, 
and passing ilie BamiU-Felsentor station we leaoh 
the magnificent sanatorium of Big! - Kaltbad^ with its 

world-famed terraces and views and its extensive and 
picturesque parkiike forest. A few yards west of the hotel, 
between grotesque boulders of rock is the ^Pilgrim's ChapeF'. 
An easy ten minutes oyer level ground takes us to the 
renowned ,,10lnzeli" (4470 feet), belonging to fheEaltbad, 
a magnificent point of view and the loveliest on the Rigi. 
At Kaltbad begins the Kaltbad-Scheidegg- Railway^ 
which conveys us to Rigi-Firat, a fiBimous hotel below the 
Schild, and beyond it (in 80 minutes) to Rigi-Schieidegg 
(see below). The Vitznau-Ri^ Railway continues its upward 
course to Rigi-Staffel, where all at once there opens 
before us the immense prospect of the hill-country of 
nortii-east Switzerland^ with its lakes, stretching nortti- 
wards as ikr as the Jura, Black Forest, and Vosges Moun- 
tuns, — a never-to-be-forgotten sight! Rigi-Staffel, indeed, 
with its two large hotels, is the centre of the Ri^ traffic: 
from here the railway runs up to the Kulm, the Arth- 
Rigi line joining the Vitznau line here and running side 
by side with it to the summit. 

The Arth-Kigi lluilway begins at Arth, a pleasant 
village at the southern extremity of the Lake of Zug, 
where the passengers coming by steamboat from Zug 
disembark. Traversing the grassy valley of Arth, which 
is atndded with fruit-^es, we reach the important rail- 
way station of Goldau, the junction with the St. Gothard 
line and with the South Eastern Railway, coming from 
the Lake of Zurich. It is here that the mountain railway 
begins, ascending along the rocky side of a ravine, through 
tunnels and across bridges and viaducts among wildly 
romantic scenery, and commanding a gradually extending 
view of the vale of Schwyz and the Alps of eastern 
^Switzerland, We soon reach Bigi^Klosterli, where, in a - 
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delightfully sheltered Alpine valley, stand an old pilgrimage 
chapel, a Capuchin hospice, two hotels, and several inns. 
Rigi-Klosterli is the most slieltered place on the Rigi, 
and is there- 
fore frequent- 
ly elected by 
those who in- 
tend to make 
a prolonged 
stay on the 
mountain. 
From here the 
train ascends 
through mag- 
nificentAlpine 
pastures and 
groves of fir- 
trees to Rigi- 
StafPel, where 
all at once the 
splendid pa- 
norama of the 
Alps is un- 
veiled before 
the astonish- 
ed traveller. 
This is one of 
the most im- 
posing sights 
that the Alps 
afford, and the 
remainder of 

the ascent to the Kulm is also productive of the highest 
enjoyment. 

The Rigi-Kulm (r)905 feet) is the culminating-point

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oi the Rigi and the suiomit most frequently aacended by 
touriste. At smunfle or swiflet himdreds of pemoiui are 
often gathered on ilie ronnded grassy top, soraewhal be- 
low (so that they do not iiuerfere with the view) stand 
the imposing Rigi-Kulm Hotel and the little terminus of 
the Bigi Baiiways. We oannot here attempt to describe 
the overpowering grandeur of the prospect; words^ Indeed, 
oannot do justice to a landscape more than 200 miles in 
diameter, and includiug fourteen lakes, the undulating 
hill-country north of the Alps, and the Jura, Black Forest, 
and Yosgues Mountains on the northern horizon, while 
towards the south, in dazzling whiteness, rise a host of 
towering peaks forming a snowy garland as snblime and 
unsullied as on the tiist day of their creation. Gleaming 
lakes and river-courses, white towns and Tillages, and grassy 
meadow-lands lie at onr feet, and range upon range of lofty 
mountsfais surround us. It is impossible to gaze on this 
glorious scene wiihout feelmg our heart exfuoA and re- 
joicing in the beauty of the earth. 

This is why the majority of tourists spend two or 
more days on the mountain, notwithstanding it is within 
sudi easy reach of Lucerne* The hotels afford every 
comfort that one can wish for. But howeyer long or short 
the time that we can spend on the Rigi, we should by 
all means arrange to see either a sunrise or a sunset 
from the mountain-tep, for the lowlands and the Alps 
nerer appear to such advantage as when Uie lakes are 
tinged with gold and the mountains dyed crimson by the 
beams of the rising or setting sun. 

It is not enough to visit the Rigi-KuUn alone, there 
being several other peaks each with its own panorama 
and its own special beauties. 

Nothing can be more delightful than the walk from the 
Rigi'Kulm to Rigi'Scheidegg^ occupying 2^2 hours by a 
good footpath, or the railway trip firom Rigi-Kaltbad to 
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the Scheide^. Both the path and the railway wind ronnd 
the peaks of the Rigi chain in such a manner that at 
one moment we have a view to the north and at another 
to the south, so that now there lies before us the Yale 
of Schwyz and now the Lake of the Four Cantons with 
its magnificent background of mountains. Between the 
Staffel and the Scheidegg rise the peaks of the Rothsfork 
(5459 feet)| SchUt (541^ feet), and Dossen (5538 feet)) 
all commanding extensive views of Lake Lneeme. 

The Bigl-Seheidegg (5406 feet), whidi is often 
ascended for its own sake, being reached by a path leading 
up from Gersau in B hours through magnificent scenery, 
commands a prospect rivalling and, in some respects, ex- 
celling that from the KohOy especially in regard to tiie 
view of XTrirothstodc and the eastern Alps. On tiie platform 
of the view-tower (100 feet in height) we could pass 
hours contemplatiug the grand prospect that surrounds us, 
and paying our tribute of admiration to the miyesty of 
the universe* Bigi-Scheideg^ enjoys a great reputation 
as a climatic health-resort. The Alpine Garden here, in 
which ex[)erimenta are made in the cultivation of Alpine 
forest-trees and fodder plants, is worth seeing, especially 
aa the garden also contains specimens of some of the 
rarest representatives of the flora of the Bigi. It is sor- 
ronnded by beantiflil walks; in 5 mmutes we reach the 
Kdnzelij in I n minutes the Burgqeisf, a favourite rendez- 
vous of the guests of the hotel, and in rather more than 
half an hour the summit of the Dossen. 

Bat the most interesting ezenrsion that we can under- 
take from Bigi-Scheidegg is tiie ascent of the Bigi-Hochf uh 
, (5584 feet), the moht southern summit of the Rigi, and 
the highest with the exception of the Kuloi. The path 
leads past the Burggeist, a fitntasticaUy shaped block of 
, conglomerate, and along the ridge down to the ^ saddle " 
i of Ae TwSriberg ( 8937 feet) ; flien traversmg a forest 
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of young fir-trees and following the marked track, we 
ascend to a steep and stony defile, ftom which an iron 
ladder leads to flie bold roeky snmmit, 2Vt hoars from 

Scheidegg. It is adyisable to take a guide. 

The view from the Hochfloh is less extensive than that 
from the Euhn, but the surronndiiig peaks appear loftier 
and grander ftom here, and onr eyes can follow the coarse 
of the green yalleys fiur into the heart of the moantuns ; 
very striking, too, is the contrast between the placid Lake 
of Lucerne and the stupendous outlines of the Alps, — 
indeed the delightful combination of lake and mountain 
scenery is a unique f eatore of flie prospects from ttie Rigi. 

The ascent of the Rigi-Hochfluh alone would constitnto 
a charniiug day's excursion for the visitor at Lucerne. 
Taking the steamboat to Gersau, an extremely romantic 
path, commanding extraordinarily fine views of the lake, 
leads in 3 hoars to the samipit. We can of coarse de* 
scend to Gersau by this path if we have ascended the 
Hochtiuh from the Scheidegg. 

The Kigi, from its northern to its southern extremity, 
thus forms a series of commanding points of view, still 
possessing aU the charms that have in bygone years 
delighted bo many thousands ; its beauties, indeed, are 
and must be perennial, and the generations to come 
revel in the splendours that excited the wondering ad- 
miration of the first lovers of nature who wandered over 
these breezy heights.

MOUNT PILATUS. 

Pilatus is anotljer mountain possessing irresistible 
attractions for the tourist. Rising so defiantly to the west 
of Laceme, and presenting snch a rugged and savage 
aspect, it is impossible to overlook it. Our forefathers, 

who dreaded this mouutain, peopled its peaks and gorges 
with legendary shapes, so that no other mountain is so 
rich in folk-lore, but we of the present day, who have 
learned to love the wild Alps, fearlessly scale it either 
on foot or by the mountain railTOy leading from Alpnach- 
stad to the summit. There are H or \) summits, indeed, 
but the one we refer to is the JiJsel (6962 feet), which 
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commands the finest view. It is the most easterly of the 
three peaks dominating Lucerne, the westernmost and 
loftiest being iho^ Tomlishom (6998 feet), the northern 
the Klimsenhorn, 

The ascent 
of Pilatus is 
generally made 
either fromHer- 
giswil or from 
Alpnachstad; a 
third routeleads 
direct from Alp- 
nach up to the 
point where it 
joins the se- 
cond, while for 
the fourth, from 
Kriens, we re- 
quire the gui- 
dance of some 
one familiar 
with it. 

Tourists from 
Lucerne generally 
select the Hergiswil 
path, reaching that 
village either by the 
Hriinig Railway, on 
which it is the second 
station, or by one of 
the steamboats ply- 
ing between Lucerne

and Alpuach. The path leads upwards between farm- 
houses and through meadows and woods of beautiful fir- 
trees, the view of Lake Lucerne increasing in grandeur 
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with every upward step; ascending past the Pension 
Brunni and across the Gschwend- Alp^ we come to the 
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Nauen, a debris-strewn 
slope up which the path 
winds in zigzags to the 
Hotel Klimsenhorn oc- 
cupying a depression of 
the mountain, three hours 
from Hergiswil. From 
here a path, partly cut in the rock, partly leading through 
debris, brings us in an hour to the precipices of the Ober- 
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haupt, then by means of a ladder we traverse the curious 
natural cavitv known as the Kriesiloch, and reach the 
crest of the mountain and the FUatus-Kulm and Belletme 
Hotels, and in 7 minates more the Esel. 

AipnMhsMiy the Btartmg-point of the second path 

as well aa of the Pilatus Railway, can be reached either 
by the Briinig line or by steamboat. The path leads 
past 4i chapel| through beautiful pastureiands and woods, 
across the AmBigmalp and MaHalp, and in many 
windings up to flie Esely foar honrs from Alpnachstad. 

Approximately the same route is pursued by the 
Pilatus Railway, constructed in 1889 and forming 
one of the boldest and grandest mountain railways 
in the world. 5040 yards in length, and with an average 
gradient of 38 in 100, it accomplishes the ascent frrai 
Alpiiachstad to Pilatus-Kulm (5528 ft.) in i hour and 25 min. 
The tourist does not know which to admire most, — the 
wonderful railway or the prospects it affords. Among 
the most interesting parts from a technical point of view 
are the viaduct over the Wolfort Ravine and the four 
tunnels piercing the precipices of the Esel. Grand beyond 
description is the view that presents itself to us when, on leav- 
ing the terminus, which stands close to the old Hotel Belleyae, 
now a mere dipendance of the spacious and comfortable 
Hotel Pilatus-Kulniy we suddenly see Lucerne and its lake 
lying at an enormous depth below us. 

A staircase with iron balustrade leads in five minutes 
from the Hotel Pilatus-Kulm to the bold and open summit 
of the Esel, rising like a tower from the rooky ridge. The 
first impression which the prospect from Pilatus makes 
is so overwhelminpr that it takes some time before we can 
compose ourselves to observe the details. In the long 
range of snowy Alps the mountains of the fiemese Ober- 
land are conspicuous, especially the majestic group of the 
Monch, Eiger, and Jungfrau; the prospect of the Lake 
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of Lucerne, here seen in its full extent, is also particularly 
attractiTe. Numerous other lakes are visible further to the 
norflii as thoie of Zng, Sempach, Baldegg, and Hallwili 
and the horizon is bounded by the bine range of the 
Jura. Loftier and more commanding even than the Rigi, 
Pilatus can challenge comparison with the most famous 
mountains as regards its panorama, and we can strongly 
recommend the tourist to pass at least one night on the 
Enbn, to enjoy the magnificent sunset and sunrise. 

From the Hotel Pilatus-Kulm a very romantic path, 
partly blasted in the rocks, and furnished with a balustrade, 
leads in three-quarters of an hour k) the Tomlisham 
(6998 feet), the highest summit of the mountain, com- • 
mandihg a riew still more extensiye than that from the 
Esel, though inferior in picturesque efiPect. A new path, 
also blasted in the rocks and rendered safe be means of 
railings, leads in three-quarters of an hour past the Kilch- 
steine and the Teufelskarrgasse to the southern peak, flie 
Hatthom (6693 feet). Practised climbers can also ascend 
the other steep summits with the assistance of guides, 
and everywhere they will llnd an abundance of beautiiul 
Alpine flowers, the flora of Pilatus being far more varied 
than that of flie Rigi. 

From the Klimsenhorn Hotel there is a path — guide 
ne^^^ssary — leading by Heitertannli down into the beauti- 
ful grassy ravines of the Ei genial, and it need scarcely 
be said that the ascent of Pilatus is the fayourite ezcur- 

■ 

sion of the visitors to the sanatorium in this valley. 

If only the tourist is favoured with fine weather, we 
can promise him that the ascent of this now so easily 
accessible mountain will yield him the highest enjoyment. 
—And now for an excursion on the St« Oothard Railway, 
wUch will introduce us to new Jand equally delightfhl 
scenery. 
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THE ST.GOTHARD RAILWAY. 

The St. Gothard Railway is the great international 
Iiighway between North and South, -a commercial route 
comparable to the Suez Canal or the Straits of Gibraltar, — 
and no doubt many ot those who travel by it are bent 
on buaineni of the highest importance; but some of its 
passengers have, like ourselves, nothing further in view 
than to enjoy the beauties of the mountains, and to pass 
a few days in the upland solitudes through which the 
railway leads. 

The last link in the St. Gothard Railway is the La- 
ceriio, Kiissnacht, and Immensee section, opened for traffic 
this suinuier. After leaving the railway station the train 
passes in quick succession through two tunnelS| crosses 
the lajnd Beuss opposite &e last Musegg tower, and 
enters a third tunnel leading round to ttie east side of 
the town, from which we emerge into the light of day 
near the lake shore. From this point dark tunnels and 
deep cuttings alternate with open stretches affording more 
or less fleeting yiews of the beautiful country around us, 
with its luxuriant meadows interspersed with pictnresque 
villas and farni houses. At frequent intervals we obtain 
charming glimpses of the lake and mountains. Suddenly 
the scenery undergoes an abrupt change, as we reach 
the first sbition on the new line: 

Meggcn, occupying a situation of unequalled beauty, 
an open terrace on a fertile slope, with the clear blue 
waters of the lake below, and on the opposite shore the 
idyllic hamlet of Greppen, with the Bigi rising steeply 
abore it. Meggen itself is a faYOurite summer resort. 
Tn a few minutes the train traverses this delightful district, 
and reaches: 

KUsSIiacllt, at the end of the lake, a favourite 
tourist resort nestling at the foot of the Bigi, amid 
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lovely surroundings. From here Oie Bigi can be as- 
cended, passing the Seebodenalp, on foot in three liours. 
Half an hour's walk from Kiissnacht is the celebrated 
Hohle Gasse or Hollow Way, with a chapel marking 
the spot where Tell slew the tyrant Gessler. Leaymg 
Kflssnacht, the railway intersects the neck of land sepa* 
rating the Lake of Lucerne from the Lake of Zug, and 
in a few minutes we arrive at: 

Inunensee and see flie dark-green waters of the 
Lake of Zug gleaming at our feet, while opposite us are 
the wooded slopes of the mountain-ridge known as the 
Zugerberg-, and to the south of it the lofty flanks of the 
Kossberg. Immensee is another favourite resort of ex- 
carsionists and health-seekers. In the north-eastern comer 
of the Lake of Zug lies the town of the same name, 
but our way leads us in an opposite dircctioD, namely 
southwards. Following the slopes of the iUgi we pass 
through a rocky gateway and reach; 

Ooldail^ in the midst of the landslip which, on 
March 6th, 1806, fell from the Rossberg and buried 489 
people, with their honses and all their belongings. Goldau 
ifi now an important railway junction. Here the direct 
line from Zurich to Zug joins the line we have been 
travellmg on. The Sud-Ost Railway, branching off here 
to the left, leads to Einsiedeln and the Lake of Zurich. 
The Arth-Rigi Railway leads on the one hand to the 
village of Arth, pleasantly situated at the southern ex- 
tremity of the Lake of Zug, and on the other hand up 
the mountain to Rigi-Eiosterli and to the commanding 
heights of ihe Rigi-Eulm. Leaving the handsome station 
we pass through a chaos of huge rocky fragments, the 
debris of the above-mentioned landslip. Then forsaking 
the slopes of the Rigi, and leaving the little Lake of 
Lowerz on our left, and passing die pretty viflage of 
Steinen, the St. Gothard Railway conveys us to Seewen- 
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Schwyz Btation. The beanttful watering-place of Seewen 
Uei on ilie right of the laQway, Schwyz on the left. 

The old town of Schwyz is deserving of a visit, ita 
situation at the foot of the steep, barren Mythen being 
wonderfully fine ; the plaoe is also of conriderable histori- 
cal importance^ the first perpetual leagae of the Swiss 
Cantons having been eoncladed here on the Ist of Augast, 
1291. Schwyz afterwards gave its name and arms to 
the entire country. The ancient Eathaus is well worth 
inspection, also the Church of St. Martin. 

From here we can ascend the Grosse Mythen^ the 
mountain which rises so abruptly above the town as to 
be to all appearance inaccessible. A bridle-path, affording 
enchanting views of Schwyz and the Lake of Lucerne, 
leads through meadows and woods in two hours to the 
verdant heights of Holzegg, and in an hoar more, by a 
path of 48 zigzags, blasted in the rock, we reach the 
sunimit (62!J8 feet), which commands an extensive view in 
all directions. From the Holzegg we can descend to Ein- 
sieddn and return by the South-Sastem Bailway to Qoldaa 
and Lucerne, the tour, which we can warmly recommend^ 
occupying a day. 

Another deli^^itful excursion from Schwyz l^ds into 
the grassy Muottatal, which is not much visited by tou- 
rists, so that its inhabitants still retain their primitiye 
manners. Unless it is our intention to cross the Pragel 
Pass by the bridle-p;ith leading in IOV2 hours to Glarus, 
we sliall do best to walk (or still better to drive) only as 
far as the rillage of Muottathal, 2^/% hours from Schwyz, 
— a very enjoyable trip. 

After leaving Schwyz the St. Oothard Railway conveys 
us through the beautiful valley of the Muotta, past the 
handsome church and monastic institute of Ingenhohl, 
in which nurses are trained, to BruiUien on tihe Lake 
of the Four Cantons, with which we already have some 
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acquaintance, and from which so many delightful excur- 
sions can be made that we must devote an entire chapter 
to them. We barely have time for a glance at the village, 
the blue waters of 

the lake, Sonnen- . \ 

berg &nd Seelisberg 
on the mountains 
beyond it, and 
Kiitli, the cradle of 
Switzerland's liber- 
ty, when the train 
plunges into the 
heart of the rocks ; 
another brief 
glimpse of the lake 
and the snows of 
the Urirothstock , 
followed by another 
tunnel, — and so it 
continues until we 
reach Fluelen and 
— ten minutes later 
— Altdorf. 

The little town 

of Altdorf, the 

capital of the Can- 
ton of Uri, figures 
conspicuously in the 
story of William 
Tell. Here Gessler 
ruled, and here the 
famous crossbow- 
man pierced the apple with a well-directed bolt. Remark- 
able is the Tell Monument, a masterpiece of the Swiss 
sculptor R. Kissling; admirably conceived and executed, 
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it ifl a worthy represeiDiation of the notional hero of 

Switzerland and a standing testimony to the Switzer's 
love of liberty and independence. Altdorf, a [ lace of 
patriotic pilgrimage of the youthful bwlss, is much fre- 
quented by tourists and pleasure-seekers, and is also of 
importance as being situated at the entrance to the * 
Klausen road. In the town-hall are exhibited various 
trophies of the battles which gained the Swiss tlieir iii- 
depeudance. If we would enjoy a magnihceut view, we have 
only to ascend to the Capuchin Convent at the foot of 
the OrOnboi^, where once stood the castle of Zwinguri. 

A magnificent mountain tour, which we can make 
either on foot or by carriage, leads from Aitdorf eastward 
into the romantic valley of the Schdchmtal, which runs 
along the foot of the lofty Bossstock chain and affords 
some Tery picturesque scenery. Scarcely half an hour's 
walk from Aitdorf, in a beautiful situation by the l)oisteious 
torrent of the Schachen, stands the village and summer 
resort of Burglen^ the birthplace of Tell, whose house 
is said to have stood on the spot now occupied by a 
little chapel. Beyond the Schachen the road lesids through 
romantic scenery to Wyterschwanden and the loftily 
situated hamlet of Spyringen (after passing which we soon 
obtain a superb view of the Ruchen, Scheerhorn, and Clariden), 
reaching the valley of Unterschachen , a health-resort 
beantiftilly ritnaied in a stupendous rocky cirque, 3 hours 
after leaving Aitdorf. In the background of the valley 
the cascade of the StduOtbach attracts our attention. The 
. bridle-path of the Klausen Pass leads up along the 
precipices of the Balmwand, following the Glatten and over 
the Umerboden, in 7 hours to LinthtaUStachelberg^ in 
Canton Glarus. A new carriage-road over this pass is in 
course of construction. This path is not very difficult, and 
cannot be mistaken. From Lucerne to Aitdorf and Unter- 
scUchen and back is a very enjoyable day's excursion. 
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The next station, Erstfeld^ in the yalley of the Beuss, 
is well known to mountaineers as the starting-point for an 
excursion into the wild romantic Erstfeldertaly 9 miles 
long, with beautiful waterfalls, pastures, fir-woods, two 
lakes, and grand views of two glaciers, — affording, in short, 
every kind of beautiful scenery that can be looked for in 
an Alpine valley (Krontenhut S. A. C. 4 hours).

At Erstfeld the mountain locomotive is attached to the 
train, which soon reaches Amsteg, —famous for its trout, 
— at the foot of the huge Bristenstock, an imposing view 
of which has just been afforded us. 

Here there opens on the east the beautiful Maderaner- 
tal, traversed by the Kerstelenbach, with the magnificent 
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Hufi Glacier gleaming at 
its upper extremity. One of 
the most charming excur- 
sions that Central Switzer- 
land affords leads from 
Amsteg through a narrow 
wooded defile into this val- 
ley, which abounds in swift- 
flowing torrents, foaming 
cascades, green Alpine pas- 
tures, and noble forests. 
In its recesses, 372 hours 
from Amsteg, the Hotel 
Alpenklub stands among 
majestic surroundings in 
proximity to the Hiifi Glacier, which is easy of access. An 
excursion from Lucerne to the Maderanertal and back

can, if time presses, be made in one day, especially if 
we ride on horseback from Amsteg to the Hotel Alpeu- 
klub, but it is decidedly preferable to extend it over two 
dajB. 

Beyond Amsteg the diffienlties wifii wliieh ilie SI Qoi> 

hard Railway has to contend begin to multiply ; the train 
crosses the foaming Kerstelenbach by a lofty bridge, tunnels 
at frequent intervals intercept the view of the valley, and 
then again we are afforded magnificent ^stas of the nigged 
monntains and their gorges ; new tunnels follow, in whioh 
the train works its way upwards in a spiral course. Tumul- 
tuous mountain- torrents pour their seething waters down 
the ravines and beneath the bridges, and in the midst of 
the grandest section of the railway we reaeh Wasseil^ 
with its church commanding a Tiew of the entire Talley. 

From Wassen the bridle-path of the Susten Pass 
leads into the wild Maiental, encircled by mountains 
firom which descend no fewer than seventeen glaciers. 
From Wassen a bridle-path leads in 17s hours to the 
little Tillage of Haien, and in 11 hoars across the Snsten 
Pass (7421 feet) and through the Gadmental, amid 
glorious Alpine scenery, to Meiringen* 

Beyond Wassen the railway traverses a beautifnl 
district, and displays to us the greatest triumphs of railway 
engineering in Switzerland. After circling twice round 
Wassen by means of spnal tunnels, and crossing the 
Maienreuss three times by bridges at different levels, the 
line crosses the Gdschenenreuss and brings us to the 
village of Ooscheneil. The peaceful and pleasant landscape 
of the hills of Lucerne and Schwyz have given place to 
the bleak and rugged seonery of tlie high Alps, of which 
vastness and grandeur are the predominating characteristics, 

GK)schenen, at the northern mouth of the great Bt. Qot- 
hard Tunnel, is the starting-point for many delightAiI 
summer excursions; in naming some of them we may 
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remark that, as they take one day from 058chenen, they 
may easily be made from Lucerne in two days. 

First comes the magnificent tour to the GSsohdllOIialp^ 
demanding 3 hours* walking, the &tigiies of which 
are amply repaid, howeyer, by the scenery of fhii wQd 
valley, in the background of which blue glaciers descend 
on all sides. The valley, which is famous for its crystals, 
is trayersed by the Goscheuenreuss, which half-way up 
fomiB a kudd of cascade; herei too, a view opens id the 
. wildly romantic Yoralptal, and flniher on some cqnooa 
springs of crystal cleamesB issue from the mountain close 
to the path. The Goschenenalp, where accommodation can 
be found in the newly erected Uttle Dammagletscher Hotel, 
opposite the magnificent Damma Gladeri and where also 
plMn refreshments can he obtained in the old Kaplanei 

(curate's house), presents a typical picture of the recesses 
of a secluded Alpine valley of overpowering grandeur. 

Far better known than the excursion to the Goschenen- 
alp is that through the Sehdileiien into the Urserental 
and to Andermatt by the St. Oothard Road, which is in 
its way not less grand than the valley just described. 
The road leads over the entrance to the St. Gothard 
Tunnel and — leaving the deserted Langenbrucke on our 
right — across the Sprmgibrucke into ttie wild laTine of 
the Schollenen, through which the Beuss flows at a rapid 
pace. The sides of the ravine are formed by precipitous 
granite rocks devoid of vegetation ; as we proceed they 
approach nearer to each other and become steeper and 
steeper. 

Suddenly, at a bend in the road, we see before 

us a strange object. In the lofty wall of rock above the 
right bank of the hver lieuss au immense niche has been 
excavated. It is intended to receive a monument, in the 
form of a gigantic Oreek cross of St. Gothard granite, 
designedrto commemorate the famous passage of the Pass 
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of St. Gothard by the Russian anny iinder Field-marslial 
Suwarroff, in September, 1799. Clambering down the

precipitous rocks in the face of a destructive fire, the 
Russians turned the almost impregnable position held by 
the French at the Urnerloch, and compelled them to r©-- 
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treat. Hie nidie is 92 feet in height, and the arms of 
the oro88 are 39 feet length. The pedeBtal, hewn out 

of the living rock, is 26 feet high and 39 feet wide, 
and will bear a liussian inscription to the following eifect: 
^ To the brave fellow-combatants of Field-inarshal Prince 
Suwarroff Bimnikski, Count lialiski". 

After passing through a gallery built to protect 
travellers from the avalanches, the winding road brings 
us to the Teufelsbriicke or JJevU's Bridge, thrown boldly 
aoiOBS flie turbulent river, which here forms a fine waler- 
ftll ; some feet lower are seen the remains of the old 
bridge. The scene is truly awe-inspiring, and the absence 
of every form of vegetation renders it sombre in the 
extreme. A short distance farther on, and about an hour^s 
walk from Gdschenen, the tunnel (76 yards in length) 
known as the Umerloch, opens, and on issuing from it 
the grassy meadows of the pleasant valley of Urseren lie 
before us, embedded between high rocky mountains, and all 
the more beautiful from the contrast they present to the 
desolation of the Schdllenen. This valley is situated at 
an altitude of nearly 5000 feet above the sea. Soon 
we reach the famous health-resort of Andermatt. It 
lies at the junction of three of the most important Swiss 
Alpine highways, and also forms the key to the fortifi- 
cations of the St 6othard| which are in part visible from 
the valley. 

In the valley of Urseren four great highways inter- 
sect, and from here the diligence or a private carriage 
will convey us in any direction. At Andermatt the road 4 
over the Oberalp Pass branches off to the east, leading 
through flowery Alpine pastures and along the quiet Oberalp 
Lake (well stocked with trout), and lieyond it into the 
highlands of the Orisons (summit of the pass 7139 feet). 
Traffic on this road has increased greatly during the last 
few years, since the construction of the St. Gothard forti- 
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iications and the Calmot road in connection with them. 
Near the summit of the pass, 1 hours above Audermatt, 
stands the newly-erected Hotel and Pension Oberalpsee, 
commanding a magnifieeDt view of the Fiuka nmd and 
the heights of the Farka Pass, the Mnttenhorn, the 
St. Gothard group, and the St. Anna and Gmschen Glaciers ; 
the hotel also forms a starting-point for some delightful 
mountaineering excursions.' An excellent carriage-road 
leads in one hour to the summit of the Cahnot, commanding 
a prospect as fiur as Coire. In 2 hours* time we can 
reach the source of the Rhine, the Lake of Toma, and 
tho Fellilucke, afiording a grand panorama. From Lucerne 
to Goschenen, Andermatt, and Oberalpsee is a delightful 
day's excursion, and yisitors to the climatic healtti-reBort 
in the yalley of Urseren reckon it amongst their most 
enjoyable trips. 

Somewhat higher than Andermatt, in a beautiful 
grassy valley, lies the village of Uospenthal^ to which its 
ancient tower, built by the Longobards, imparts quite a 
romantic aspect. The village, which possesses some pleasant 
new plantations, is the starting-point for the ascent of 
the Pizzo Centrale. Here too the road forks, one branch 
leading southward to the summit of tiie St. Gotiuud Paas, 
the other westward over the Forka^ the loftiest but one 
ot the Swiss passes practicable for wheeled vehicles. In 
summer there is a diligence service on the Furka road 
twice daily in each direction, and it is also much used 
by private carriages. It takes us past the lonely Alpine 
village of Bealp^ beyond which tiie road leads in long 
windings to the Ticfuiigletscher Tnii, hoars below the 
glacier of the same name, and past the Siedelnbach Falls, 
conmianded by the magnificent Siedeln Glacier, to the 
summit of the Furka Pass (7992 feet), between the peaks 
of the Hutthom and Furkahom. Here stands the Hote| 
and Pension I uika, and somewhat fui ther on, near thf 
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block-houses of the Furka fortifications, the newly-built 
KestaujaDt and Pensioii Furkablick. From fhe summit 
of the PasB we enjoy a superb view of the mountaiDB 

of the Bernese Oberland, of the St Gotbard group, &c. 
The adjacent " Kanzeli " commands a maguifieent panorama 
of the Alps of Berne and Yalais^ and the huge Bhone 
Glacier lies immediately below us, skirted by the road 
leading oyer into Valais. At Oletseh the new road oyer 
the Grim^el, a woudcr of engineering skill, branches off 
to Meiringen. (Diligence twice daily during the summer.) The 
summit of the Furka Pass is the starting-point for a rich 
selection of mountain-tours, for example across KagelisgNUli 
to the Orimsel Hospice (5 hours), Furkahdmer (2 hours), 
Qalenstock (5 hours), Sideln Glacier, Mutthom (3 hours), 
to the Goschenenalp (4 hours), &c. An excursion from Lucerne 
to the Furka and the Rhone Glacier and back occupies not 
quite two days, and the dreular tour Luceme-Orimsel- 
Meiringen-Briinig-Luceme, occupying three days, can also 
be recommended. 

The summit of the St. Oothard Pass (6866 feet) is 
highly deserving of the attention of loyers of sublime 
scenery. From Hospenthal the road winds up past cascades 
of the Reuss and numerous shelter-houses into the upper 
valley of the St. Gothard, where, in utter solitude, we 
hnd the sources of the Beuss and Ticino, and, in a lateral 
valley, the Lugo Lueendro and the little St. Gothard Lakes, 
at an altitude about the same as that of Mount Pilatus. 

A short distance below the summit of the pass stands 
the Hotel Monte Prosa, the headquarters of the moun- 
taineers who climb the surrounding peaks of the St. Got- 
hard, especially the Pizzo Gentrale (9849 ft.)} ^^'^ Fibbia 
(8996 ft.), Monte Plrosa (8983 ft.), PizzoLucendxo (9708 ft.), 
and Lekihorn (10,014 ft.); here too are the Hospice^ in 
which poor travellers are entertained without charge, and 
the Mortvux/ry Chapel in which the remains of thoBe who 
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haTe perished on the road through mowatorms or avalaaehes 
are kept until their identifieatian. 

The road, foUowing the coarse of the River Ticino, 

now descends into the famous Val Tremola^ which gra- 
dually diminishes in width. Shelter-houses are seen here 
and there along the roadside. Passing the mouth of the 
Yal Bedietto end eajoymg a magnificent view of the Tal 
Tremola (dangerous, at thnes, on aeeoont of its snow- 
whirlwinds), we come to the first village in Canton Ticino, 
Airolo^ at the southern end of the St. Gothard Tunnel. 
The passage of the St. Gothard, either on foot or by 
GarriagOi oceapies about 7 hoars Cram Ooschenen, — 4 for 
the aseent and 2 or 3 for the descent. 

It remains to mention the magnificent excursion which 
can be made from Airolo — the first place in which Italian 
is spoken — through the picturesque and commanding Tillage 
of Brugn€t9C0f and past the magnifioent mIer&Us of Ae 
Oanaria torrent, to Vol Rora and Lake RUom (3 hours) ; 
but we must now return by the St. Gt)thard Railway to 
the shores of the Lake of Lucerne, where we still have 
a number of excursions to make; we therefore take the 
train back to Bmnnen* 



EXCURSIONS IN THE ENVIRONS 

OF BRUNNBN. 

The situation of Brunnen being so charming, the tourist 
will not be Burpriaed to learn that it affords some very 
delightful excursions. Situated in the midst of yerdure, 
with public grounds and pretty walks, and consecrated by 
its souyenirs of the rise of the Swiss Oonfederation, Brunnen 
is one of the most popular places on the shores of the Lake 
of Lucerne. In fact the trim and busy little port of 
Canton Schwyz is, with its enyironsi one of the fayourite 
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resorts of yfsitors to the Lake of the Four Cantons. We 
shall proceed to describe a few of the excursions that can 
eaaSlj be made from Bmimen in addition to the toiuni 
mentioiied abore) — AzeiiBtraMe, Oeraau-Bigi-Scheidegg, 
QerBaa-Ri^-Hoobflohy Behwyz, the Myfhen, Muottatal, 
the island of Schwanau, and Einsiedeln. 

A favourite walk leads from Brunnen up to the Wasi-> 
wand,' lieing above the commencement of the Axenstrasse ; 
Ofver ifai wooded slopes the village of Morachach (2165 feet) 
stands on a beautifhl terrace among a grove of walnut-trees. 
Pedestrians will do well to avoid the steep and rugged 
footpath leading from Brunnen up to Morschach, and to 
take the canriage-ioad, which branches off from the Axen* 
stniBse abcyut half a mile firom Bmnnen and leads up to 
Morschach in several windings in three quarters of an 
hour. Owing to the beauty of its situation and its ver- 
dant surroundings^ Morschach is a favourite resort of 
landscape painters. The yallej is clothed with lush 
green meadows and studded witii erratic blocks of large 
size. While the Hotel Axeilfels stands a little this side of 
the village, the Hotel Axensteill is situated about 15 
minutes' walk from it^ occupying a magnificent position in 
eztensiye and pictaresqae gronndb, Horachach itaelf doea not 
command a view of the lake, but both from Axenfels and 
Axenstein we enjoy a superb prospect of the Lake of Uri and 
the basin of Gersau, lying at the foot of perpendicular rocks, 
while the mountains of Uri and Unterwalden^ among 
which the atupendoaa Urirothstock is conspicuooa^ form a 
panorama of unrivalled grandeur. No wonder that this 
spot is a rendezvous of tnurists from distant countries, and 
that its beautiful gardens and promenades are thronged 
throughout the summer with aristocratic visitors. 

From Morachach a picturesque carriage-road leada in 
V/t hours by Schdnenhuch and Tbach to Schwyz. The 
tour from Brunnen through Morschach to Schwyz and 
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back can be recominended a« one of the finest walkB or 

drives that Central Switzerland affords. But if we turn 
oar eyes up to the heights two magnificent points demand 
oor attention, namely the Stoos and Frohnalpstock. 

The Banatorinm of StooS (4241 fiaet) lies to the 0oath-eaat 
of Brannen, and oan be reaebed on foot or by oarria^ in 
three hours. The road ascends to Morschach, and thence 
through cool and fragrant fir and beech woods, affording 
superb views of the vale of Schwyz, to the heights. From 
Sebwyz too there is a road, i?hieh ultimately unites 
with that firom Bnmnen, so that the Stoos can be reached 
from the former town. The Stoos is a famous Alpine 
health-resort standing on a lofty but sheltered terrace; 
its undulating flowery meadows are the delight of ail 
visitors. Even firom here the prospect of the surrounding 
mountains is sublime, but the impression they make on 
us is greatly heightened if from the Stoos we ascend 
the summit of the Fronalpstock (6296 feet), which 
can easily be reached without a guide in Vh' hours, 
si^-posts indicating the path to be followed* Travers- 
ing mountain-pastures gay vrith fio^rs of the brightest 
hues , we reach a point of view which can well 
challenge compai ison with the Rigi or the GTrosse M y then. 
The panorama includes an uninterrupted chain of snow-capped 
peaks extending from the Santis to the Bliimlisalp; not 
less grand^ however, is the view of the Lake of Lucerne, 
which is visible in its full extent, so that its remarkable con- 
figuration is laid bare to lis, while the way in w^hich its colour 
varies at different times of the day is remarkable. A plain 
mountain uin supplies the clunber vrith welcome refireshment. 

Another excursion firom Brunnen leads through Morschach 
to Sisikon, a little village on an oasis of meadow-land by 
the lake-side between Brunnen and Fliielen ; from here we 
can either return by the Axenstrasse to Brunnen, or con- 
HaoB our excursion to the Alpine hamlet of Blemen- 
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staldeil, in the valley of 
the same name , which, 
though seldom visited by 
tourists, contains some pretty 
scenery ; from here a path 
leads over the Katzenzagel 
(4888 feetj to the Muotta- 
thal. The walk from Brun- 
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nen through Sisikou and Riemenstaldeii to Muottathal 
occupies about 7 hours, and the return walk from Muotta- 
ial hj Schwyz to Brunnen Syt hoars; if we prefer it, 
howeyeri we cu driye back. 

We most not forget one of the most delightful exenrsionB 
that Brunnen can boast of, namely that to the Mythertr 
stein or to the Biitli by boat; situated under the lofky 
cliffs of Seelisberg, the RQtli combines great natural beauty 
with interesting historical associations. A Tisit to tihe 
RQtli, to which we ascend past three springs and the 
Riitlihamy occupies l^a hours from Brunnen. 

The Seeiisberg is another faTOurite resort of visitors 
to Lucerne or Bnumen; it deserres, however, a chapter 
to itself. 



SEELISBERG. 

The Beelisberg is the mountain opposite Bnmneni 
projecting into the lake and separating the basin of Gersan 
from the Lake of Uri. Its hi^^hest point is the Seelis- 
berger Kulm or Niederbauen (bbl5 feet), but on an open 
terrace of the monntain, over the Lake of Lucerne, lies 
the little hamlet of Seelisherg and the sanatorium of 
Sofineabergj one of the most famous of the health-resorts 
on this lovely lake. 

From the left bank of the lake there are three 
paths leading up to Beelisberg and Sonnenberg: (1) A 
new and exceDent carriage-road from Beckenried, l^iding 
through beautiful shady meadow-kmds and past the pretty 
waterfalls of the Rif slofen. In '^/i hour we reach the 
sanatorium of Schduegg^ with magnificent wooded grounds 
and interesting gorges; in another bour we come to the 
moontainTillage and health resort of Emmetten, and through 
a grassy valley, where the cascade of the Blattibach attracts

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our attention, we reach (in an hour) a fir- wood ; traversing 
thk, the road| which commands a view of the little Jjake 
of Sedisberg beneath ng on the right, ascende to the 

health-resort in ^2 hour. (2) Another and shorter carriage- 
road, and a still shorter foot-path, ascend from the steam- 
boat-pier at Treih in numerous zigzags to Seehaberg in 
one honr, (3) There is a good^ ahady, and romantic path 
leading up the rocks from the BMIL 

The little village of Seelisberg lies at an altitude of 
2628 feet above the sea; somewhat higher is the chapel 
of Maria Sonnenherg^ a place of pilgrimage much in 
&Yonr with the dwellers in the surronnding district; and 
2794 feet abore the sea, a qoarter of an hour^s walk 
above the village, boldly situated almost on the brink of 
a precipice, but sheltered from the cold winds, stand the 
Hotel and Kurhaus of Sonnenherg, with magnificent 
gardens and shady grounds adjohung* The position they 
occupy is one of the finest in the world, the yiew from 
the terrace, projecting at a great height above the Lake 
•^of Lucernei being superb. Immediately below us we have 
the meadow of Eutli and the dark green waters of the 
Lake of the Four Oantons, on the further shore of which, 
behind Brunnen, the vale of Schwyz opens, with the 
My then in the background, the Rigi chain on the left, 
and on the right the Fronalpstock and the terrace of 
MoiBchach with its hotels, while the Axenstrasse and the 
St*Oothaid Bailway is seen skirting the rocky shores of 
the lake from Brunnen to Fluelen ; Tell's Chapel, Fliielen, 
and the vallev of the Reuss are also within view. 

In the vicinity of Seehsberg and Sonnenberg there 
im nuineroos fine pomts of view, such as the Schwendifluh, 
rising above the Eurhans, the Castle of Beroldingen, 

Y2 hour distant, (accessible also by a longer path leading 
to the precipices of the Teufelsmiinster, falling off per- 
pendicularly to the lake), the Eck and the Kanzeli, all 
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The Urlrotb stock 



commanding magnificent views of the Alps of Canton Uri. 
The Seelisberger Kulm (6315 feet) can be ascended by 
practised mountaineers in 3 hours; the excursion is an 
enjoyable one, and a day may well be devoted to it, but 
a guide should be taken. The view is equal to that from 
the Fronalpstock or the Grosse Mythen. There is also 
the very romantic mountain-path from Seelisberg to Bauen^ 
constantly commanding a view of the Lake of Uri and the 
valley of the Reuss, it leads through luxuriant forests and 
meadows down to the lake. From Bauen a delightful 
excursion can be made by boat to TelVs Chapel on the 
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opposite shore, or to Isleten and the mouth of the Isen- 
tiial* This magnificent secladed Alpine valley can also 
be readied from Bauen by a good moantam path leading 
aofOBB die depieNion of the BSrehi to the Uttle hamlet 
of Isenthal, the starting-point for the ascent of the 
Urirothstock (9632 feet), the summit of which is 
reached in 6 or 7 hoarS| after passing the night in the 
ehAlets of the Hangbaumalp. Tiie panorama bm this 
monntafat is among ttie grandest that flie Alps afford, and 
the view of the Lake of the Four Cantons, lying far 
below in a deep fissure of the rooks, is one that can 
noTor be forgotten. 



THE BCRGENSTOCK. 

What the h^eelisberg is for the upper parts of Lake 
Lueemei the Bttrgenstook is for the lower parts. From 
the SeebrHeke at Lnoeme this monntain is seen to ex** 

tend along the Lake of Alpnach and the basin of Vitznau, 
towards which latter it falls off precipitously. It can be 
reached in 20 minutes by taking one of the Alpnach 
steamers as &r as Kehrsitm. At Eehrsiten we can take 
the interesting cable railway (driven by electric power) 
which leads through meadows, woods, and cuttings in the 
rocks to the summit of the Rurgenstock (2854 ft.); the 
mean gradient is 45 in 100| and the time occupied in the 
ascent 16 minutes. The terraces of the yarions establish- 
ments of this climatic health-resort, which stands in a 
magnificent well-wooded park, afford a superb prospect of 
the Kreuztrichter (as that portion of the Lake of Lucerne 
is called which lies immediately before us), as well as of 
the shores of the lake and the town of LaeemC) and of 
ilie Alps of Berne, Unterwalden, Uri, and Olanis in Hie 
south. 
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Instead of taking the train at Kehreiten we canjgo 
as far as Stansstad by the steamer and di ive from there 
in one hour past the chapel at Kehrsiten, and thence 
(skirting the lake) along a fine new road affording seyeral 
pictuiiesqne points of view. From here a new carriage 
road, commanding a magnificent view of the Lake of 
Alpnach, leads up through beautiful beech woods and 
meadows to the heights of the Biirgenstock. The Hotel 
BQrgenstock can be reached from Stansstad in 1 V's hours 
on foot or bj carriage. 

A delightful path, quite level and yery interesting, 
leads in 7^ hour from the glade in which the cable railway 
terminates, past benches and the Trogen farmhouse, to the 
Honegg, which affords a lovely view of the lake basins 
of Buochs and Beckenried and the mountains enclosing 
them. From here the road leads in 1 hour down to Buochs; 
a shorter footpath also leads from the Hotel by Trogen 
and Honegg to Buochs. 

Anotiier path leads in ^/i hour along the mountain 
ridge, through woods and dumps of bracken, to the 
Uammetschwand (8720 feet), ttie loftiest point of the 
Biirgenstock, where wo obtain one of the finest views of 
the Lake of the Four Cantons. In the west the horizon 
is bounded by the Jura chain, in the north we have the 
Rigi, in the east the mountains of Olarus and Uri, in the 
south the Buoehserhom, the valley of Bngelberg, and the 
Alps of Uiiterwalden, and in the south-west the rugged 
Piiatus, while beyond the Briinig rise the snowy crests of 
ttie giants of the Bernese Oberland. 



THE STANSERHORN. 

The majestic mountains surrounding the Lake of the 
Four Cantons include besides the Rigi and Pilatus, the 
beaniifiil pyramid of the Stanserlioni^ which rises ^ 
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the Tale of Engelberg and the little state of Obwalden. 
This mountain has long been a favourite with tourists, 
but its fBune has increased oonsiderably since it has been 
rendered easy of access fluoagh the opening, in 1893| 
of a cable railway connecting ttie sommtt with the little 
town of Stans. 

From Stansstad, which is reached by Bteamboat from 
Lucerne in ^Ja hour, an electric railway leads in hour 
to Stalls, from which place a cable railway^ worked 
by decteie motors saiq[>lied from a turbine station near 
Buoebs, conyeys us to tiie top of the mountain (6238 feet 
above the sea) in hour, by a line of rails a little 
oyer two miles in length. The summit of the Stanserhom 
can thus be reached from Lucerne in two hours. 

From the station at flie entrance to the Tillage of 
Stans the railway, which is divided into three sections 
of about equal length, leads through luxuriant meadows 
to Kiilii^ where we change carriages. It next passes 
through a cutting and a wild rayine, and then crosses 
a torrent by a stone bridge, beyond which another cutting 
brings us to Blumatt station (3973 feet), which derives 
its name from the beautiful flowery pastures among which 
it lies. From here we obtain a bird's-eye view of Stans^ 
which lies almost vertically beneath us, shining like a 
heap of white pebbles on the green caipethig of the yalley, 
and of Ihe bluish-green Lake of Alpnach, glistening with 
a metallic shimmer between the wavy outlines of its banks, 
while somewhat more distant is the picturesque old town 
of Lucerne, fringed by its andent towerS| and beyond 
it the undulatmg and hilly country of north-eastern Switser- 
land, dotted- with white villages. Continuing the ascent, 
our line makes a wide sweep through a tunnel and across 
a massive viaduct, affording surprising glimpses of scenery^ 
now on one side and now on the other, and finally we. 
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8tant and the Stanserhorn. 
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reach {he ienniiial station, Stanserhom^ and step oat 

upon the spacious terrace of the Hotel StaiLserhom, 
at a height of 6070 feet, commanding a Btupendous 
panorama of the Alps. 

EVom the hotel aa easy path brings ns m five minutes 
to the gently sloping, grassy summit, which commands 
an unimpeded view in e?ery direction. Owing to its 
peculiarly favouiable situation, the Stanaerhora affords a 
remarkably fine view of the Alps; the effect variesi of 
course, with the weather and the position of the sun, 
but is particularly impressive at sunrise and sunset. The 
many-branched Lake of Lucerne lies at our feet, embedded 
among the mountains that surround it, here bathed in 
deep shadow, youd^r gleaming in the sunlight that plays 
upon its rippling surihce; beyond the lake, in the north, 
is the picturesque hill«country, with the Lakes of Sempach, 
Baldegg, Hallwil, and Zug dotting it like fragments of 
a mirror, and in the distance the long lines of the Jura 
bound the northern liorizon. At the foot of the mountain 
lie the villages of Stans, Stansstad, and Buochs, wiili 
their fertile surroundings, while in the midst of the Alpine 
pastures, from which come the pleasant tinkling of the 
cow- bell 8 and the joyous cries of the herdsmen, stands 
the mountain village of Wisiberg, with its little white 
church and brown timber cottages. Projecting into the 
lake like a rocky peninsula is the Burgenstock, on the 
opposite side the beautiful valley of Obwalden, and beyond 
it the glorious mountains of the Bernese Oberlaiid from 
Finsteraarhorn to the Wildhorn, here seen grouped to the 
best advantage and glittering in all their snowy splendour. 
In the south, dose at hand, the rocky, ravine-like valley 
of Engelberg is dominated by the magnificent Titlis, 
forming, with its spotless snowy mantle, a superb pendant 
to the gloomy majesty of Mount Pilatus, rising in front 
of the Entfebuch Mountains. And behind the Titlis rise 
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rauk upon rank of anow-capped peaks, from the Saiitis 
to the Bernese AIpi| oyeipowermg the spectator by their 
grandeur and anblimity. 

Frotn the summit of the Stanserhorn we can descend 
, in a few minutes by a good path to the Adlerflnh, 
which affords a startling yiew into the depths below us, 
and from here we can return by a leyel path leading 
round the sonth aide of the monntaiii to the hotel. This 
walk will afford a good opportunity to make ourselves 
acquainted with the remarkahly rich flora of the mountain. 

Higi, Piiatus, Stanserhorn, — which of these mountains 
commands the finest prospect F The question is a difficult 
one to deddCi and we must leaye it to the tonrist to 
award the palm to the one he prefers. 



ENGELBERG. 

And now for a trip to the lovely little Canton of 
Unterwalden and the famous En^elberfc! T;ikinj]: the 
steamer to Stansstad^ as described above, we engage a 
priyate carriage to tc^e us in SVs hours to Engelberg, 
— unless we prefer to make the distance on foot in 4 
hours, or to take the diligence. If we prefer it, we can 
defer engaging a carriage till \vp roach Stans, making; 
our way to that place by tlie electric tramway in hour. 
Stans^ the capitorl of Nidwalden, occupies a delightful 
aituation at the foot of the Stanserhorn. As the birthplace 
of the famous patriot Arnold Winkelried, whose heroic 
death at Sempach enabled his countrymen to gain a brilliant 
victory over the Austrians, Stans boasts two objects of 
general interest, namely a marble fountain adorned with 
tiie oldest existing statue of Wmkelried, and the beautiful 
monument to the national hero, by Schloth, erected near 
the church. In the liuthhaus and Arsenal are preserved 
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a number of mementos of the Swiss wars of independence, 
Winkelried's coat of mail in the arsenal being perhaps 
the most noteworthy. 

The cable railway to the summit of the Stanserhom 
(6233 ft.) is described in the preceding chapter.

The Buochserhorn on the left and the Stanserhom 
on the right guard the valley of Engelberg, which the 
road now enters, and enjoying a fine view of the Walen- 
stocke and Titlis, rising in the background of the valley, 
we pass through Oberdorf to Oberbiiren, 

Between Oberdorf and Oberbiiren a road branches off 
to the left to Biiren and Niederrickenbach. The health- 



resort of the latter name is visible &om the road to 
Bngolbergi chamungly situated amid pleasant mountain 
scenery between Engelberg and the Lake of Loceme; 

I, the tourist is strongly recommended to make an excursion 
to it for the sake of the enchanting view obtained from 

0 the heights. Niederrickenbach lies at an elevation of 3828 
^ feet above the sea, and can be reached in Vl% hours. 

DtdlmwU, the next Tillage, is also the starting*point 
^ for a charmmg tour, namely over the mountain-pass 

leading past the pretty hamlet of Wysiberg and across 

the Grossdcherli to Kems or Stans. 
k The next place on the road to Engelbeig is die pretty 
/ Tillage of Walfensehlessen^ on the mountain-sidey above 
\ which a chapel is said to stand near the place where 
' Baumgarten killed the bailiff of Wolfenschiessen , as narrated 

1 in BchiUer's drama of William Tell ; somewhat higher up 
I the valley^ which gradually contracts, we come to Grafenari, 
I eonmsting only of a chapel, an inn, and a country house 
j belonging to the convent of Engelberg. The scenery be- 
; comes more and more picturesque, and after passing a 
!r magnificent wood a delightful prospect opens of the Titlis, 
^ the Spann5rter, and the romantic grassy valley, well watered 
( and surrounded by snow-capped mountains, with the village 

of Engelberg at its further end. We soon reach the 
! health-resort, which is famous for its pure air and its 
whey, as well as for its bracing climate, and commands a 
wonderful |panorania of the mountains. The magnificent 
phenomenon known as the ^alpine glow' is observed here 
I with great frequency and in remarkable splendour. Engel- 
[ berg enjoys a mild and equable climate, and possesses 
beautiful promenades and woodland walks, kept in good 
repair by the indefatigable Kurverein. The Convent of 
Engelberg is well worth inspecting; its library contains a 
number of rare old books and manuscripts dating back to 
tbe eleventh century. In the church there are some ex- 
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cellent paintiiigs by Wyrach^ Deschwanden, G. Kaiser, and 
Spieg^. There is also a pretty Protestant churdi in 
which English serrioes are regularly held. The village 

contains plenty of excellent hotels, and first-rate guides 
are obtainable, Engelberg being a well-known starting- 
^ point for mountain ascents. 

First among these eomea die ascent of the Titlifi 
(10,626 feet), which, although it requires 7 hours' hard 
walking up to the dazzling snowy crest of the mountain, 
is quite unattended by danger; practised mountaineers have 
even ascended the mountain without guides. A start is 
generally made late in the afternoon, climbing the Pfiiffen- 
wand in the eyening, passing the night on the Tfifbseealp, 
in the small inn or in the cbMets, and completing the 
ascent in the early hours oi' the morning. The spotless 
snowy sununit commands a panorama extending from the 
S&ntis to the Matterhom, and from Monte Rosa to the 
Vosges and Black Foresti thus embracing the Swiss Alps, 
the north of Switzerland, and part of South Germany. The* 
Titlis is therefore one of the finest points of view in the Alps. 

Among the mountain-passes which can be conveniently 
crossed from Engelberg the Jochpass (7244 feet)| leading 
across the beautiful Engstlenaip and through the GenttcU 
\o the Haslitaly is the fisiyourite. The tour from Engel- 
berg to Meiringen occupies 10 or 11 liours. The Surenen- 
pass (7562 feet), leading in 8^/2 hours from Engelberg 
' to Altdorf, is crossed less frequently. 



EXCURSIONS ON THE BRONIG 

RAILWAY. 

A line vicing witii the St. Gotliard in its importance 
io tourists is that over the Briinig, connecting Lucerne 
with the Bernese Oberland. In describing the short ex-

ouraions that can be made fipom Lucerne we have already 
travelled on this line as fiir as Alpnachstad. Here 
enters the beaatifiil Canton of Obwalden and the fertile 
yalley lying between the Lake of Lucerne and the Brunig 

Pass. 

After passing Alpnach-Dorf station we reach Kerns- 
K&g^wil^ the starting-plaee of the diligences and private 
vehicles conveying visitors to the health-resorts of Kerns, 

Fliieli, and the Melchtal. Kerns itself (20 min.) is one 
of the most thrivinf^^ and promising villages in Switzer- 
land, and is situated on a fertile plateau 1870 feet abo^e 
the sea, in the midst of beautiful meadows, studded with 
firuit-trees, and of fragrant fir-woods. A new and con- 
venient road leads from here in 45 min., over a bridge 
818 feet in height (the highest in S^witzerland), crossing 
the romantic Melchaa Ravine, to &e Fliieli, with the 
beautifully situated new sanatorium of Nunalphom and 
Bauft. The picturesque district of the FlQeli, with its 
chapel and its vine^covered parsonage, was formerly the 
home of the hermit Nicholas von der Flue, who was 
successful in composing the disputes of the Swiss Con- 
federates after the Burgundian Wais, and who is aocoar- 
dingly venerated as a saint in the central cantons. Fol- 
lowing the course of the road as it penetrates deeper 
into the romantic valley, we come to the Ranft^ a magni- 
ficent gorge, where, by the side of a chapel, stands the 
little wooden cell in which die holy Nicholas lived for 
close upon twenty years. An extremely interesting path 
leads from here in one hour through woods and Alpine 
pastures to the mountain hamlet and health-resort of 
Meichtal, This place can also be reached from Kerns, 
along a good carriage-road, by diligence in l^s hours 
or on foot in 2 hours. From Melchtal there are two 
mountain passes, the Storing and Juchli Pass,' leading 
to the well-known valley of Engelberg. More frequented 
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than these is the magnificent Alpine path leadiug in 

B hours across the fertile foot-hills of Kerns, and past 
the lake known as the Melchsee to the Frutt, a delight- 
ful summer resort embosomed in the mountains^ and famous 
for the variety and beauty of its Alpine flora* In 2 hours 
we reach the Engstlemlp, lying on the pass between 
Engelberg and the Bernese Oberland, and in another 
hours we can cross the Joch Pass to En^^^elberg. 
After Kdgiswil station we reach the little town of 
Sarnen (the capital of Canton Obwalden), situated on the 
pretty Lake of Somen, fringed with walnut and maple 
trees, and lying at the foot of the historically memorable 
Landenberg." In the Council House is exliibited a relief 
map of the Lake of Lucerne and its enviroub, by X. Imfeld. 
Magnificent view from the MSmersberg (Vs hour), and 
from the Stalden (1 hour). In two hours we reach the 
mineral bath Schwendi-Kaltbad, and in Yi hours the 
Wylerhad, 

From Sarnen a delightful excursion can be made 
across the Melchkm, which here bursts out of a wooded 
yalley, to the large and handsome yillage of Kerns. 

A no less enjoyable excursion is that from Sacliselii, 
the next station on the Briinig Eailway, to Flueli and 
Banft, 

After the Bruiug Bailway has passed the loyely Lake 
of Samen it reaches at Olswll^ the end of the lerel part 

of the valley, and then ascends through beautiful wood- 
lands, in which we obtain charming vistas ot the district 
we have just passed through, to the pretty valley of 
Lnngern^ some 650 feet higher ; skirting the little Lake 
of Lungem a second ascent brings us to the summit of 
the Briinig (8395 feet), where there opens an enchanting 
prospect of the Bernese Alps. 

The summit of the Briinig, with its Hotel and Kur- 
lums is well worth visiting on its own account, but it is also 

8 
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the starting-point for a variety of interesting excursions, — 
for instance, the ascent of the Wilerhorn or Hochstollen. 
We can also strongly recommend the picturesque mountain 
pathway leading from the heights of the Briinig through 
the hamlet of Hohfluh and Goldern to the Alpbach, 
the torrent descending to Meiringen in four tremendous 




and the Engelhomer. 
If, instead of making this excursion, we take the train 
to Meiringen, we shall have plenty of time for a visit to 
the Gorge of the Aare (above Meiringen), into which we 
can penetrate for a distance of more than 100 yards 
by a recently constructed wooden gallery. Thanks to 
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the Briinig Railway we are thus able to make an excursion 
in a single day into the Bernese Oberland, to the splen- 
dours of which the Briinig is the entrance-gate. 



THE ENTLEBUCH. 

If it were not that the Lake of the Four Cantons, 

the Kigi, and Pilatus are in the iniiuediate vicinity of 
Lucerne, so that their fame quite overshadows that of 
other picturesque places in the neighbourhood of the town, 
we should hear much more of tbe yalley of £ntlebuch, 
wifli its beautiftil woods and mountain-pastures. We 
mentioned it aboye, in describing the shorter excursions 
from Lucerne, when wc spoke oi Malters as the nearest 
station to the romantic Eigenthal (see p. 88); but it is 
advisable to continue our railway journey beyond Malters, 
for not only the district through which we pass, but the 
railway itself, with its skilfully constructed embankments 
and bridges, is extremely interesting. At Wolhusm station 
the Entlebtteh proper begms. 

Here we can choose between two splendid excursions. 
One of them leads to the Knrhans ScMmberg (4675 feet), 
8 hours to the east of Kntlebucli, with the Schimberger- 
hohe above it, reached in hour more and rewarding us 
for. the ascent with a very fine panorama. The other leads 
to the summit of the Napf (4619 feet)j which can be 
ascended from Entlebuch in SVs hours. The prospect it 
coDiraaiids, from the Siintis to the Muleson, has gained 
the name of the Higi of the Emmental, and as an hotel 
stands on the summit, the Napf is much frequented by 
excursionists. In returning, a brief halt may be made at 
flie sanatorium of Menzberg. 

The next station is the handsome village of Scllfipt- 
. heim^ remarkable tor its tine cottages, and the cinet place 
in the yalley of Entlebuch. While the main valley ex- 
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tends farther to Escholzmatt, the romantic Alpine yaUey 

of Fliihli branches off at Schupfheim towards the south, 
aiid in 1 Y2 hours we can reach the little mountain village 
of the same name, situated in a sheltered hollow at an 
altitade of 2930 feet aboTd tiie sea. For several yean 
past it has been a popular climatic health-resort, and it 
is also the starting-point for a series of beautiful moun- 
taineeriiii^p excursions. The most interesting of these leads 
through the further part of the valley, the pleasant, grassy 

Sdrenberg, to the Brimzer Botharn (7713 feet), where 
the traveller wffl find a railway to Brians. 



THE SBBTHAL RAILWAY. 

Thi« railway affords an opportunity for esenraions into 
the Swiss hQl coimtry, into tbe pleasant, fertile, and pros- 
perous Seethal, which derives its name from the pretty 
lakes of Baldegg and HallwiL Branching off from the 
main line to Basle near Kmmenbrucke station, and pass- 
ing the old conyent of BaHihansen, on the Renss, the 
railway leads through Esehenbaeh and BaUwU to the 
trim and pleasantly situated village of Hochdorf, whence 
the Hohenrain (2014 feet), a much -frequented point of 
view, can be ascended in half an hour. The castle, an 
ancient stronghold of the Knights of St. John, is now the 
Cantonal Deaf and Dumb Asylum. In another hour and 
a half we reach the health-resort of Horhoi, commanding 
a niagniticent view ; on the way we pass the picturesque ' 
ruins of Hiiuegg. An excursion on the west side, towards 
Rdmerswil, is no less interesting, particularly from Eschen- j 
bach through Klopfen and Sonnenfels to Bothenburg. The 
next stations are Baldegcf and GelfingtHj situated on the 
lovely ]ittl(3 Lake of Baldegg, beyond which lies the Caatle 
of Ileidegg. We now quickly reach Hitzkirch-Richensee 
station and the large and trim village of HUfddrch, with. 
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its castle built by the Teutonic Knights, pleasantly situated 
at flie foot of ttie elongated Lindenbeig. Then^ beyond 
Ennensee and Hoflen, comes the no leaa bandsonie and 

flourishing Beiriudl, high above the shores of the Lake 
of Hallwil. From Beinwil a branch of the Seethal Rail- 
way leads to the large, neat, and populous villages of 
Meinaeh and Menzikm. Various excursions can also be 
made in the neighbourhood. For instance, to the yillage 
of Munster (1 hour), with its venerable old convent of 




Further, a good path leads in three-quarters of an hour to the 
Hcmberg, the summit of which commands not only a fine view 
of the Seetal but also a magnificent panorama of ine Alps. 

In descending, we shall do best to take the path leading to 
Reinach or Menziken. A prospect not inferior in beauty 
is afforded by the Eichberg, which may be reached in 
V/a hours by the road leadLig past Hallwil Castle, and 
we can descend either to Beinwil or by a somewhait longer 
road to the town of Lenzburg. These two emineikces are 
favourite resorts not only of the inhabitants of the district but 
also of visitors from Lucerne. We must not in any cade forget 
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the pretty little town of Lenzburg, with its romantically 
situated eastle, of andent date but still in good preservation. 

At WiMegg station is the junction with the North Eastern 
railway liiif\ An interesting excursion may also be made 
by steamer or rowing-boat across the lake to the old castle 
of Hallwil or to the health-resort of Brestetiberg, 



ZUG, THE LAKE OF ZUG, AND 

ENVIRONS. 

Last, though not least attraetiye among the excursions 

from Lucerne, comes a trip to the neighbouring town of 
Zug'^ which may be reached cither by rail via Rothkreuz 
and Cham, or by steamboat via Kiissnacht and Immensco. 
The pleasant situation of Zug on its blue lake, in full 
view of tbe Bigi and Pilatus, no less than the neat and 
trim appearance of the town, renders it deserving of a 
visit. In spite of modern improvements, among which 
we ma} mention the introduction -of the electric light, 
Zug still retains, thanks to the numerous towers of its 
ancient fortifications, the antique appearance which has 
led to its being designated the Nuremberg of Switzerland. 

Among the sights of the cheerful little town we may 
give the first place to the ancient Rathmis, a massive 
building with council chamber adorned with Oothic carvings, 
and forming a perfect treasury of old Swiss art. The 
Rathaus also contains the Historical and Antiquarian 
Museum, ombracing a fine collection of stained glass, 
wood carvings, paintings, gold and silver chased work, 
coins, embroidery, &c., representing the choicest products 
of mediseval Swiss art. In the church of St. Oswald the 
paintings by Deschwanden in the choir, the Stations of 
the Cross, and the oliJ and valuable ecclesiastical vestments 
and aitar plate, are worthy of notice, as arc also the 
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altai-pieccs in the Cajniehin-Churck y while the large 
collection of weapons, arms, and flags in the Arsenal 
testifies to the warlike prowess of the men of Zug in the 
olden time* Other objeete of interest are the Museum 
of Apiculture, a ^ery interesting fish-breeding eetablish- 
niciit and riscatorial Museum ^ m Aviary maintained by the 
Ornithological Society, and the Deer Park on the Plat/wehre. 

In the immediate enyirons of the town numeroas 
modom tillas and pretty eoontrj-hottses have sprang up^ and 
beantifiil walks may be taken in every direetfon. For instanoe, 
there are the cirefiilly kept paths leading to the neighbour- 
ing points of view known as the Chiggi and Bohlgutsch, 
affording picturesque glimpses of the little town. 

But the heights of the long ridge called the Zugerberg 
offer the chief attraction to the traTeller. The excellent 
road to the summit leads through grassy meadows and cool 
woods traversed by murmuring rivulets, and affords from 
time to time pleaeing vistas of the blue lake far below us. 
Thus we reach, passing after 20 minutes Pension Guggital, 
in the course of an hour the mountain sanatoriums of 
Felseneg^ and Scliiinfels, coniuicted with each other by 
shady grounds, and conunanding a wonderful panorama of the 
country between the Alps and the Jura, with its lakes and 
Tillages* The neighbouring elevation of the Uochwacht 
aflbrds a view to the south, including the peaceful vale of 
Aegeri with its lake, and the majestic range of the Alps beyond. 
From here we may continue our excursion to the summit 
of the Bassberg^ 272 hours distant, on which an hotel 
has recently been erected and which commands a panorama 
vieing in grandeur with that from Hie Rigi ; or, descending 
by a circuitous path, we can make our way to the climatic 
health-resort of Unteragerl, or by way of Allenwinden 
to the hydropathic establishment of Schonbrunn, and 
thence return to Zug. Near Schdnbrunn rises the Gubel, 
a favouijte point of view, and half an hour's walk flrom 
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it lies the village of Menzingenj with a large girls' school. 
From SchSnbrunn a walk ol' half an hour also brings us 
to a romantic wooded ravine on the banks of the Lorze^ 
containing the electric generating works of the town of Zug| 
and the HoUo, one of the most remarkable stalactite grottoes 
of Switzerland. The Holle is usually visited from Baar in 20 
minutes. Other points of interest in the vicinity of Zug are the 
large industrial village of Baar^ with its church upwards of 
a thousand years old^ and Chua with the extensiye works of 
the well-known Anfflo-Stoiss Condmsed Milk (kmpmy, 

A charming excursion may be made from Zug by 
steamboat, past Cham, Oberwil, Walchwil, and the pro- 
montory of Buonas with its two castles, across the Lake 
of Zug to Immensee, whence' a walk of ^/i hour brings 
us through the famous HoUe Oasse to KHssnacht on . 
the Lake of Lucerne, where we can take the steamboat 
to that town. It is a pleasant walk too from Zug along 
the beautiful south-eastern bank of the lake, through 
orchards and groves of chestnut-trees to the villages of 
Arth and Ooldan^ where the St. (^othard Railway affords 
- communication with Lucerne. 



SUDOSTBAHN 

(SOUTH EASTERN RAILWAY). 

In conclusion we have to describe a ' tourist railway ' 
in the strictest sense of the term — one of those which 
are so numerous in the vicinity of the Lake of the Four. 
Oantons — namely the South Eastern Railway of Switzer- 
land, connectintr tlie tourist centres of the Lake of Lucerne 
with the famous pilgriniaj^e-place of Maria Einsiodolll 

and also with the Lake of Zurich. 

The South Eastern Railway of Switzerland branches 
off from the St. Gothard Railway at Goldau Station (see 
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p. 75) and ascends through the romantic scenery of the 
landslip of Goldau to Steinenlx rg, where a fine view of 
the valley of Schwyz opens, increasing in grandear every 
moment till it embraces the precipices and gladers of the 
Uri-Rothsfcoek. 

Beneath the forests of the Rigi lies tlie placid Lake 
of Low(^r/. in the midst of which rises the little island 
of Behwanau, iamoiis in legend ; the 8t. Gothard iiailway 
intersects ^e green valley, in which, half hidden among 
its orchards, lies Steinen, the birthplace of the fietmous 
Swiss patriot Werner StaufFacher. We can also follow 
witli onr eye the track of the Arth-Rigi Railway from 
the debris-strewn fields of Goldau to the Krabelwand, 
where it enters the romantic wooded ravine through which 
it ascends to Rigi-K15ster1i. 

We have a magnificent view, too, of the different 
summits of the Ki«^i, hut on reaching Battel Station 
the prospect becomes more restricted. Battel is the starting- 
point for various interesting excursions, for instance the 
famous battle-field of Morgarten is only 20 minutes^ walk 
from here, and in half an hour we reach the beautiful 
Lake of Aegeri, far remote from all the tumult of the 
world* In a hollow bounded by grassy slopes lie the 
villages of Ober- and Unter-Aegeri^ ftom which a road 
leads down to Zug through the romantic iralley of the 
Lorze. From Battel to Zug is a walk of 3 hours. 

A delit^^htiul walk may also be taken from Sattel by 
Adelboden to Schwyz (I72 hours) with the panoraout 
described above ; from Sattel too we may make the verir 
interesting ascent of the Wildspltz (4855 feet, V/n hours) 
with an inn near the top, while a walk of 1 1/'2 houru 
further brings us to the (xnlppen^ commanding a striking 
view of the landslip of Goldau. At Sattel the railway 
enters the pictoxesque narrow ravine of Steinenau, and leadti 
to Kothentlmrili Station. The village, which possesseii 
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j a handsomo new church, derives its name from au ancient 
tower, doubtless erected for purposes of defenoe; in the 
year 1798 it witnessed the victory of the Swiss orer a 
French army outnumbering them by ten to one* Travers- 
ing a stretch of treeless fields and peat-moors with a ^ iow 
of the Hobe Khonon and the sanatorium of Gotschalien- 
berg, we reach Biberbriicke Junction. The line bearing 
i to the left descends through the ravine of the Sihl (afford- 
I ing us meanwhile a superb view of northern and eastern 
Switzerland) down to Richtersweil and Wadensweil on the 
^ Lake of Zurich, the other line branches off to Pfaffikon, 
^ crosses the lake by a dam more ^an half a mile in length, 
I and reaches the pleasant little town of Rapperswil, which, 
( with its ancient and venerable castle, looks invitingly across 
the lake The castle contains the large hintorical and art 
collections ot the Polish National Museum. On the castle 
mount is a beautiful promenade, the Lindenhof with its 
ancient lime-trees, and magnificent points of view. In the 
town itself the Council-house, dating from the fifteenth 
- century, with its (lothic \suud-carvings, is worth a visit, 
f The railway connects here with the Zurich-Coire and 

^ AH berg lines, as well as with the steamboats on the 
Lake of Zurich, while the train conveys us from here 
in a few minutes to the (amous pilgrimage-place of 
Ein8iedeln, which is visited year by year by 150,000 
pilgrims from every part of Europe. 
f Einsiedeln lies on a lofty plateau surrounded by dusky 
woods, and forming, from a geological and botanical point 
f of view, one of the most remarkable districts of Bwitzer* 
i land. The chief object of interest at Einsiech^ln is the 
Benedictiue Abbey, founded in the 10th century and 
richly adorned with gold and silver ornaments as well as 
with pictures and statuary. The convent possesses a fimious 
collection of manuscripts and ancient books. At various 
times it has suffered from t!oniiagrations, and the present 
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structure' dates only from the last centur3\ In an open 
space in front of the convent stands a jMivilion of black 
marble, with a statue of the Holy Virgin and a drinking 
fountain with 1 4 spouts ; in the surrounding arcades there 
are bazaars in which devotional objects of all kinds are 
displayed for sale. The church, with its two slender 
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towers and lofty choir, is richly adorned with fresco paint- 
ings and gilding, and contains a chapel of black marble 
in which is displayed the famous image of the Holy Virgin, 
covered with gold and precious stones, and forming the 
chief object of the pilgrims' veneration. The Abbey con- 
tains many other interesting objects, for instance the music 
room with its pictures of the numerous sovereigns who 
have conferred benefits upon the monastery, and the library. 



It maintains a well atteuded college, and numbers among 
its 80 priests savants of European celebrity. The monks 

devote considorablc attention to agriculture, in which they 
are extremely .skilful. The village of Einsiedeln itself 
consists for the most part of inns and lodging-houses for 
the pilgrims, and of shops in which crudfizes, rosaries, 
and similiar objects are offered for sale ; it also contains 
the largest Catholic ecclesiastical printing works in the 
world. On high festivals especially the pilgrims assemble 
here in great numbers, and the scene almost defies de- 
scription. The lover of nature, too, will find plenty to 
interest him in hill-encircled Einsiedeln. The twin peaks 
oi liie Mytheu are seen to great advantage irom Itere; 
indeed, a visit to Einsiedeln may well be combined with 
the ascent of the Grosse Mythen, descending direct to 
Schwyz, 



We have now ylcuiced at Lucerne and its excursion?, 
but nothing more. The various tours described above can 
be combined in scores of ways which it is needless to 
particularize. Where pictnresqne scenery is so abundant 
as it is in the neighbourhood of Lucerne, it matters little 
which direction wo take, as long as we keep our eyes 
open to the beauties that surround us.
